O'Donovan Rossa’s Illness. 


Jeremiah O'Donovan Rossa is still con- 
fined to St, Peter’s Hospital, Brooklyn, by 
paralysis of his legs and the lower part of 
his body. He can shuffle about with 
crutches, but his condition is not much im- 
proved. His trouble began with maltreat- 
ment in prison in Jreland, he says, but he 
was not prostrated by it until aftera wreach 
received in jumping from a railroad train 
near Toronto last spring. His mind was 
seriously affected before he was taken to the 
hospital a week ago, and he is only slowly 
regaining the power to take any interest in 
anything. The hope of his recovery is 
slight. ‘Ihe serious illness of Mr, O'Dono~ 
van Rossa has had a marked effect on the 
Irish skirmishing fund, of which he was 
the originator aud chef collector. The 
money had been sent to him personally, 
and his fame as an Irish martyr bad been 
the causo of swelling the fund to more 
than $70,000, His lectures and his excit- 
ing appeals in the Irish World had made 
contributors in all parts of the country. His 
mental and physical incapacity compelled 
the accep'ance of his resignation as secre- 
tary and trustee of the fund,and of course, 
his active services were Jacking. Mr. Au- 
gustine lord, one of the editors of tho Irish 
iVorld, was made secretary, and of late con- 
tributions have been received by him at 10 
Spruce street. Tho remaining trustees are 
John J. Breslin, John Devoy, Thomas F. 
Bourke, and Thomas QO. Luby, all of high 
repute as Irish Nationalists ; but O'Dono- 
van Rossa had been regarded as the head 
and front of the movement, and as soon 
the nows of his incapacity spread the con- 
tributions dropped. It was he who had 
talked of injuring England with dynamite 
and other frightful things, and without 
him asa leader tho enthusiasm of tho akir- 
mishera cooled. Tho receipts had averaged 
about $1,000 a wock ; but during the past 
week only $118 has been received, Tho 
total sum in the hands of tho trustecs you- 
terday was $70,402. Nothing can bo le 
odas to what is to bo done with it. Eng-

At Frankford, in tho presence of hun- 
drods of people, Mr, Brown indignantly de- 
nied that he was tho nominee of tho Grit 
party, but unfortunately for him the facts 
are against him. In the local Grit organ of 
May 11th will be found the report of a 
** Reform ” Convention held in the Metro- 
politan Hall, Belleville, on that day. From 
this report wo learn that there was a diffor- 
ence of opinion amongst the gentlomen of 
whom the convention was composed. Mr. 
Maassio, of Sidney, moved that the delegates 
pledge themselve to support the’ nominee

Proof of this 
will be found in the Dr's. remarks, as ho 
went en to express his confidence in Mr, 
Brown, “ whose course in Parliament had 
met with the approval of the leaders of the 
party.” Some debate took place which the 
report summarizes, and after Mr. Burdett 
had stated his opinion that ‘ the candidate 
as well as the electors should sign a pledge,” 
the amendment was lost and the Conyen- 
tion proceeded to nominate candidates. 
Tho first motion made was as follows : 
“Mr, Lee moved, seconded by Dr. Hope, that 
Janes Brown, M. P., be the nominee of this 
Convention.’’ A number of other gentlemen 
were nominated, but all retired except Mr. 
Brown, who, the report informs us, was 
“made the nominee of the party amidst 
great applause.” Mr, Brown was apprised 
of the action of the Convention, and ap- 
peared before it and accepted the nomina- 
tion. How in the face of this record of 
facts Mr, Brown could make the statement 
which he undeniably did is strange beyond 
a peradventure. In doing so he was un- 
grateful to the party who placed him in

In the afternoon, Bishop Haven, of the | 

Spiscopal Church in the United 
States, was introduced to the Bishop, who | 
in a fow well chosen romarks, introduced 
him to the Conferenco, 

Bishop Haven expressed great pleasure | 
in being permitted ty meet the Conference, 
He had been taught to shout Hallelujah | 
for that for which he could give no reason, 
He thought all Methodism would ultimately | 
| come to accept Mr, Wesley's views concern- | 
ing its government. He referred to his 
visit to England during the time of the 
| American rebellion, and related somo of 
his experience with the Watchman, in 
which one half an article he wrote was pub- 
lished while the other was omitted, His 
politics wore the rights of all the people of 
every color. Methodist claim the right to 
adopt the best means to win the world to 
Christ. Methodism has leavened the doc- 
trines of other charches. Hoe congratulat- 
ed the Conference on the efficiency of the 
various departments of the appropriate 
work of the Church, particularly in the 
erection of fine church buildings and edu- 
cational institutions, sich as that now in 
| course of erection at St, Thomas, Method- 
iam has itinerancy regulated in law, but 
other Churches haye itinerancy without re- 
gulation. He expressed himself asa strong 
conservative with regard to church polity, 
the polity given us by John Wesley. He 
spoke strongly in favor of tho presiding 
eldership and in comparing our system with 
that of others he thought ours was much 
to be preferred and that we had better ad- 
here to whiat we had got and retain it in 
its outirety. ‘lhe bishop closed his excel- 
Ipnt address by reference to the proposed 
Ecumenical Methodist Council, believing 
it would tend to bind all more closely to- 
gether, He also spoke strongly in favor of 
| lay delegation, provision for the introduc- 
tion of which has been made by this con- 
ference. He congratulated the Conference 
on the excollency of its Government, the 
| salubrity of the climate, and urged thom 
to hold on to Christ. 


The following resolution was then moved 
by Rey. W. Pirritte and seconded by Dr. 
Webster, and carried :— 

hat we hail with great delight the 
presence amongst us of the Rey. Bishop 
Haven, of the Methodist Episcopal Ohurch 
of the United States. Weare very much 
gratified by his visit, encouraged by his 
words, and cheered by his address. Wo 
assure the Bishop of our profound ‘regard 
for himself and the Church of which he is 
an honored superintendent. We sympa- 
thize with him in his indisposition, and de- 
voutly pray that he may be speedily restor- 
ed to his wonted health, and that himself 
and his daughter be prospered in their 
journey, and that in the providence of God 
they may both be brought in safety to their 
own land and in their owa home,”

Rev. J. Gardiner was called, who con- 
gratulated the Conference in its enjoyment 
of the privilege of listening to the elesuens 
utterances and wise counsels of the beloved 
Bishop Haven. 

Dr. Jaques being called expressed his 
gratification at the privilege of meeting 
with the highly esteemed Bishop. 

Dr. Webster referred to his meeting with 
Bishop Havensome cightoon years ago, whon 
he found in him then a true friend. His 
friendship to the Church has not abated. 
The great work of the Church is the salva- 
tion of souls, but he felt drawn more close- 
ly to the ministers from the parent Church§ 


Rey. Mr. Benson Smith expressed his 
geatification in being permitted to enjoy 
the servicies of the hour and to take part 
there} 

Rey. Bristol expressed his warmth of 
affection for the old Church policy, and for 
those who adhere to it. He thought the 
Bishop's address was timely. 

Dr. Pilcher exprossed his desire for the 
unification of Methodism on this continent 
unde the episcopal form of Church goveru- 
mont. All his efforts would tend in that 
direction. He was here from choice declar- 
ing Canada to be his adopted country. 

Rey. 8. Morrison expressed ina very 
humorous way the same sentiments as ut- 
tered by previous speakers. 

Dr. Stone heartily reciprocated all the 
words of congratulation and kindness to 
which he had listened and thought that if 
Episcopal Methodism meant anything over 
tho lines it meant something here, and 
those who visit us from the parent body in

Mackenzio’s jobbery aud blundering have 
resulted ina direct loss to the country of 
over four millions of dollars, Yet the elect- 
ora are asked to throw up their hats and 
cheer for Mackenzie, “Reform” and honest 
capable Government. 


The Government are preparing to expend 
$29,000 to beat Mr. Laugevin in Rimouski. 
They will spend $10,000 on a wharf at 
Matane, $3,000 on a wharf at Riyiore 
Blanche, and have just paid $16,000 to 
Judge Tessier, father-in-law of the local 
momber, Hon. Mr. Chauvehu, to relieve 
the censitaires of the Seigniory owned by 
the Hon, Judge of the duty owing by them 
to the Judge of the journier de courve, (days' 
labor), which, according to the deeds of 
concession, they were obliged to furnish 
their Seignor, but which up to withina 
short time was never exacted. Tho exac- 
tion of such duty exasperated the censitaires 
against their Seignor, who through his son- 
in-law the Hon, Mr. Chauveau, has repeat- 
edly urged upon the local Government to 
consent that the estimated value $16,000 be 
paid by the Federal Government, the refusal 
of which undoubtedly contributed to the 
withdrawal of his support from the Conser- 
vative party, This is the way in which the 
standard is to be elevated in Quebec, 


Journals which sre opposed to the 
National Policy are fond of citing what a few 
manufacturers have said in reference to their 
business and the profits they have made thera- 
by unde the present tariff. But how foolish 
to argue that because a reaping machine fac- 
tory in one place and a tub factory in another 
have made money, therefore there is no need 
for any difference of tariff, as every one clse 
may do the same. Do these journals not see 
that the very exceptions proye the rule? 
Canada might as well give up the political 
ghost at once, if she conld not furnish some 
instances of prosperity among her manufac- 
turers. It would be too late to talk of a 
“ National Policy,” or any other policy, if all 
her factories were closed and their occupants 
gone to the States, 


Another warning comes to Canada that 
she must be up and doing with a view to 
protecting herself—a service which no one 
else will perform for her, particularly in 
the caso where the respective interests are, 
under existing conditions, so diametrically 
opposed as are those of ourselves and the 
United States. If we do not encourage our 
nascent home manufactures, and other in- 
terests, there are other countries which are 
in no way possessed by such blindnes# as 
ourselves ; and no one is more ready to dis- 
charge this duty on its own behalf than the 
United States, which has decided that 
foreign-built steam vessels cannot ply in its 
interior waters. A word to the wise some- 
times goes along way. Willany one take 
the hint that this incident conveys, and 
endeavor to profit by it? To the Americans 
in regard to their policy with respect to 
Canadian shipping and other interests, it 
would not be at all out of place to apply 
the facts which gave rise to, as well as the 
conclusions contained in the poetical dis- 
patch of Mr, Canning to Sir Charles Ba- 
got :— 

‘Tn matters of commerce the fault of the Dutch 

Ta giving too little and asking too much ; 

With ecwual advantage the French are content, 

So we i clap on Dutch bottoms a twenty per 
cent.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Tho First Session of the Third Parlia- 
ment of British Columbia was opened on 
the 30th of July, and on the following day 
tho reply to the speech of the Lieutenant- 
Governor was moyed by Mr. Wilson, and 
seconded by Mr. R. 8. Galbraith, M.P.P., 
of Kootenay, formerly of this city. Tho 
following is part of Mr. Galbraith’s speoch, 
which will be read with special interest by 
his many friends, and yet whieh i)! be vt 
interest to all our readors,as it presents the 
views of tho Liberal Conservatives, the 
party now in power in Baitish Columbia ; 


Mr. Galbraith, in rising to second the 
roply to the address, said he regretted that 
the duty had not fo!len into better hands. 
The work, however, had been made com- 
paratively easy by the able manner in which 
his hon, friend who had just sat down had 
treated it. As a Mainland member, he 
(Mr. G.) supposed that it was expected 
that he should express his views on that 
most important subject, the railway ques- 
tion. He could assure the Speaker that he 
heartily endorsed the stand taken by the 
Government with regard to the removal of 
the rails from the Island for purposes other 
than that for which they were intended. 
(Hear, hear, and applause.] He would 
sk if the removal of the steel rails meant 
an early commencement of the great work ? 
He, for one did not take it as an earnest of 
Canada’s intention to fulfil her treaty obli- 
gations with this count: y,any more than the 
advertisement issued in some of our local 
papers calling for tenders for the removal 
of these rails, when he know ‘that the route 
had not yet been decided on. (Hear, hear.) 
Our duty as British Columbians was very 
plain. Let us stand firmly together and 
not be divided on this important’ matter. 
Let us demand what we are fairly and just- 
ly entitled to—namely, our treaty rights 
guaranteed to us when we entered into 
Confederation. (Hear,hear and applause.) 
Let us demand the fulfilment of those 
terms (heer, hear, and applause,) not as 
Island,members or as Mainland members, 
but as British Columbians. (Applause.) 
Let usshow no wavering, no division, but 
aunited action,—and let us demand of 
Canada a fulfilment of those obligations 
entered into and solemnly ratified by the 
people of Canada by a large majority. 
Should Canada still refuse to full her 
agreement within a reasonable time, an 
alternative painful to the mind of every 
true lover of Confederation presented it- 
self, but he sincerely hoped that no such 
alternative would be forced upon us. 
(Hear, hear.) Weare all agreed that the 
finances require earnest attention, and he 
hoped for the future that the revenue and 
expenditure would be more closely equal- 
ized, He hoped the Graving Dock would 


introduce the Municipal system—a systen 
that worked well in Ontario and other por- 
Such a system, 
when once introduced, would relieve the 
Government of a great deal of legislation 
and responsibility in the matter of roads 
and bridges. ‘The experience of other por- 
tions of the Dominion showed that such 
matters were better managed by Muni- 
cipalities. Great care, however, should be 
taken in adapting this system to districts 
where the population is sparse or migratory, 
such as mining sections ; but he had no 
doubt the Government would make proper 

rovisions for such districts. * * *. be! 
He was pleased that the Government in- 
tended to try and solve the Cbinese pro- 
blem. We were all agreed that something 
must be done in this matter. It is a ques- 
tion that is engaging the attention of other 
colonies, where to such a maguitude had 
the evil grown that measures had to be 
passed to prevent, if possible, any further 
emigration of this very undesirable class, 
who are no benefit to a country, but rather 
a great evil. (Hear, hear and applause.)

markets for our manufactured goods are 
being day by day manipulated by foreign 
traders, who seize the advantages offered 
them by our present free trade system 
which allows them, unrestricted, to choke 
our markets with their goods, \ 
natural conspanen~~ oo he 
4n0P0 18 TO denying the fact that French 
and German locomotives run on our rail- 
ways, that tramcars made in Now York 
run in tho streets of Wolverhampton and 
other towns; that thousands of tons of 
iron pillars and girders, rails, and iron in 
all forms, are continually arriving from 
Belgium, and that the hardwaro and jew- 
elry trades of Birmingham are paralyzed 
by the enormous importations from Ameri- 
ca and France. The lockmakers of Wol- 
verhampton and Willenhall feel the ser- 
ious effects of locks imported from the same 
countries. The Stafford and Northampton 
bootmakers are being robbed of their le- 
gitimate markets from the same sources. 
The Sheffield cutler stands aghast at the 
severe competition he is compelled to face;

Thus the admitting 
of the raw material which they employ free 
of duty is as much a “‘ protection” to man- 
ufacturers as placing a tax on the importa- | 
tion of goods similar to those they produce. 
Thus by a skilful readjustment of the ter- 
iff officient protection may bo afforded to | 
manufacturers, sufficient revenue raisod 
for the demands of tho public service under 
an honest and capable Government, and the 
necessaries and many of the luxuries of 
life cheapened, without adding one cent to 
tho gross amount of taxes raised in the 
shape of import duties, and at the same 
time much of the money now sent abroad 
would be retained in the country to increase 
the capital of our manufacturors and form- 
ors, and enable them to extend their oper- 
ations and pay better wages to thor work-

Tho truo yaluo of salt for fooding to 
is ia neithor as well understood nor 
appreciated as it should be by a largo class 
of farmers, and the beat mode of feeding is 
too frequently ignored, even when its im- 
portance is fully admitte That it is | 
actually required by animals, is shown by 
the amount of salt contained in the blood of 
the human species, it being fully ono-half 
of one per cent., and 574 per cent. of the 
ashos of blood. Investigation has proved | 
that whoro salt is supplicd-with the food, 
this proportion is invariable, and when 
not supplied, other parts of the system 
must supply the deticiency, to their injury 
What is true of tho human species ‘is 
equally true of ovr farm atock and animals, 
which suffer tho samo troubles when 
deprived of salt. Whon tho equilibrium of 
any part is disturbod, the wholo system. is 
weakened, and the animal becomes liable to | 
disease, and tho system succumbs when at- 
tacked. 

Salt is a great aid to digestion, and the 
natural instinct of animals prompts them 
to its use, as is evinced by their resorting | 
to salt licks and other natural sources, pre- 
yious to and during the carly sottloment of 
our country, and by what may bo still wit- 
nessed at the present day on the pampas of 
South American and other wilds, whoro 
herds of horses and other cattle travel miles 
to obtain from natural sources a much need- 
ed supply. It ison undoubted fact that 
where animals have unrestrained access to

them only good results follow,as is evidenc- 
od in their exomption from disease. Where 
free access is had to salt, stock will take only 
what is needed, but where the the supply is 
inconstant, a surfeit is often takon which 
frequently operates injuriously, 

The invariable presence of salt in quani- 
tities in tissues of the body shows conclusiy- 
ely the important influence which it exerts 
in the production of flesh and fat in aminals, 
Salt assists digestion by incroasing tho flow 
of saliva, aiding also further by promafing 
thirst,ond a constant flow of fluids,to assist 
in dissolving much of the food which other- 
wise might be only imperfectly digested. 
Actual experiments, carefully conducted, 
have demonstrated that where two hogs were 
fattened, one fed salt in its food, and the 
other with salt excluded, the one fed salt 
food fatted very much faster, and in several 
wocks less time. It exceeded in weight 
by aconsiderable proportion the one fed 
without salt in its food, It isan unquestion- 
ed fact that all our food products contain a 
greater or less proportion of salt in their 
structure, but that the animal economy re- 
quires an additional quanity, is equally 
true, Farm animals, when kept at grass, 
or on green succulent feed, naturally take 
more salt than whon kept on dry fodder; at 
Teast such has been my observation,

Making Butter. 


There must be good milk and cool nights 
and the maker will never get more pounds 
of butter to 100 pounds of milk than by 
setting in the old-fashioned small pan. The 
cream must be well conditioned, soured up 
in good shape, but not old ormusty, Churn 
early inthe morning with a good strong 
stroke, and with a powor that will carry it, 
but do not churn it to death after it has 
come. For tho first working wash it and 
work it gently ; second working watch 
closely and nvt break the grain, and turn 
out the butter so it will break brittle. For 
salt, use the best thatis to be had—if it is 
the Ashton, go for the Ashton ; if itis the 
Syracuse, got that ; but any how have the 
best, and that for butter making, means a 
salt that will assimilate, dissolve, lose its 
identity and individuality, aad that will be 
completely held in solution by the butter, 
A raw, gritty, gravelly or impure, ill-flavor- 
ed, lime-dopositing salt is good to put on 
bird’s-tails, and for asparagas. beds, but it 
is about three to five cents per pound bad 
for butter. If you are going to carsy..but- 
ter till fall or winter, putin one ounce to 
the pound ; if for immediate use,one half 
to three fourths of an ounce, ~'Have your 
packages air tight, and packed solid; do 
not throw it in as we do food. There is 
more valuoin butter lost in bad packing 
and holding and cariying, than by all the 
slouchy making, with the poor salt thrown 
in. Therefore deodorize packages thorough- 
ly,either by scolding, steaming or thorough- 
ly soasoning. ‘The woody smell must be 
out of the wood before it is used, or tho 
butter will take it out, and the consumers 
will get a taste of the woods of this country 
instead of its grasses. This is especially the 
case with tub covers. Put on a green ash 
tub cover, and ina few weeks the butter 
half-way down the tub will smell and taste 
like a carriagé shop. “Do ndt™ be afraid’ to 
keep the butter under a strong brine ; not 
enough to drench it and leach the flavorof 
it, but enough to keep the flayor in where 
it belongs, and the butter sweet and sound.

It has received 
a magnificent locale in the Vestibule du Sud, 
opposite the Ecole Militaire, It will be remem- 
bered that in 1867 a similar department ex‘ated 
in the Exhibition of that year, and its success 
induced the French Commissioners to re-estab- 
lish it now, upon a grander scale.

it forges, glass-works and foundries ; to have it 
bristling with tall chimnies, re-echoing with the 
whole gamut of machinery discords,and redolent 
of smoke and steam ; to turn it, in fact, into a 
species of industrial epitome ; but this, like a 
number of other ridiculous schemes which the 
archives of the Ministry of Agiiculture and 
Commerce could reveal,was abandoned,although 
the Gallerie du Traral was extended beyond the 
limits originally assigned to it. A hundred little 
things, that are continually in domestic use are 
manufactured before the eyes of the visitors 
themselves, who purchase them in large quan- 
tities; and it may therefore, not be uninterest- 
ing if we glance at some of the principal indus- 
tries so represented. 

‘lo commence, we may mention a curious in- 
dustry, which cannot fail to attract the visitor’s 
attention soon after entering the gallery. We 
allude to the filagree work. Few of us have not 
often had occasion to admire the delicate and in- 
genous work for thisdescription for which Genoa 
is so famous,and which has ita drigin in the dim. 
mest antiquity. The workman takes in his hand 
asimple silver thread ; he folds it, bends it, 
and twists it;in a thousand different ways, and 
with a rapidity which baffles description pro- 
duces in a few minutes the most diverse objects, 
and the most astonishing effects. It seems to 
be the simplest work in the world ; but a very 
little consideration will show that the workmen 
must be endowed with more than ordinary taste, 
and with a dexterity which is only the result of 
pratice and education. 

Passing hence we glance at a modiste, who is 
dressing dolls in the newest and most approved 
Parisian fashions, and then we arrive at a stand 
where ‘skilled’ workmen are supposed to be 
engaged in the production of numerous pretty 
conceits in ivory, mother-of-pearl, and tortoise- 
shell, The real fact, howe is that all the 
“ skill” of these workmen consists in unpacking 
ready-tnanufactured goods and pricing them, 
whilst the only claim that the stall possesses to 
occupy a position in the gallery is derived trom 
a species of drill, which, for reasons best known 
to itself, is for ever vacuously drilling the same 
hole in an ivory plat phants’ tusks are to 
be seen here in great variety, as well as ivory 
brooches, earrings, and other ornaments; but 
the mechanical link between these two forms of 
inorganic creation is missing, and the process of 
evolution, like some great secret of nature, is al- 
lowed to remain unexplained. The inventors, 
however, of an imitation, called ‘‘Ivorine,” are 
more generous. ‘They show you some small 
brown squares of material which in appearance 
is not unlike chocolate—but they do not explain 
its composition. This they heat, and when it is 
in a liquid state they pour it into moulds, which 
at the end of half an hour, turn it out again in 
the guise of what seems to be ivory penholders. 
This simple process is not a very intere 
but the productions are very pretty, and imitate 
very closely their more expensive prototypes. 

We then pass in review workmen who, by 
blowing bubbles from glass in a state of fusion 
and by tempering them in a c hemical bath and 
other expedients, produce large imitation pearls, 
‘and all those gaudy beads for which the Abor- 
igines of Africa barter their dearest possessions ; 
others who make all kinds of waterproof cloth- 
ing, manufacturing even the material by rolling 
the quid india-rubber on to the cloth; and 
then a number of nimble-fingered ladies and 
gentlemen who are making chignons, braids, 
pads, fringes, plaits, and all other accessories for 
the ornamentation of a young Jadies’ hair and 
the covering of middle-aged Iadies' heads. We 
stop for a moment before the tables where 
gentlemen and ladies are painting on china 
lovely pieces of scenery, and beautiful ropre- 
sentations of romantic and poetic scenes, We 
halt too hefore the workmen, covered with a 
white powder, who with a lathe, a number of 
knives and a few drills, are carving lovely pipes 
out of blocks of Crimean and Australian meecr-

Why Canadians Leave 


Country. 


Many of us aro anxiously enquiring of 

ourselves and from any one that can afford 

usinformation, why itis that so many 

young and enterprising Canadians are 

annually leaving for the United States. 

Tho attention of the New York Sun having 
been directed to this, it replies: “ Tho 
plain facts are that young and enterprising 
Canadians come becauso they can make 
moré money here then in Canada, and the 
opportunities fur gotting ahead in the world 
aro in every respect better. Many French 
Canadians have found employment in the 
factories of the New England States, and 
they save money on such small wages that 
some have called them the Chinese of the 
East.” With respect to tho latter part of 
that statement we must take exception to 
the French Canadians being called the 
Chinamen of the Enst. It is true that they 
aro thrifty and saving, but, unlike the 
Chinaman, they take an interest in the 

country of their adoption, andin many 
cases become as good citizens there as they 
would here, had they tho facilities which 
the United States affords. Itisa matter 
of regret that, in so far as the causes of the 
exodus are concerned, the remarks of 

our contemporary are correct, and 
the reason is obvious, becanse in 
our trade relations we are not put upon 
the same footing as are our neighbors on the 
other side. On tho subject of international 
trade relations Mr, Forney, who is at pre- 
sent in Europe, has just written ‘‘ that the 
fact is clear that these are not the times for 
more free trade experiments on human in- 
dustry by idle politicians, Compromise is 
the order, as well as the master of the day, 
Germany, instead of reducing duties, is in- 
creasing them. France adheres to all her 
protective discriminations, and in view of 
her own increasing debts,and alarming pos- 
sibilities, Great Britain must inevitably 
call a halt’ in her career. These are the 
facts of the hour, and I am sure before the 
Paris Exhibition is over, free trade will be 
relegated to the past,as practicable only for 
nations who only have goods to sell to 
others,and who can have no rivalry in their 
manufacture. If it is true that protection is 
special privilege for a class,as the Cobden 
school declares,it is far more true that free 
trade is a remorseless monopoly for a great 
nation.” —Montreal Star. 


Our Coarse Grains. 


With the present large importation to 
Canada of Western Prairie Corn, the farm- 
er of Canada finds but a poor market for 
his coarse grains. All know that farms are 
soon exhausted by a continual cropping of 
wheat, and therefore a change of crops is 
very desirable. But as we have no foreign 
market for our coarse grains—except we 
pay an enormous duty at the American 
frontier—it seems a most uncertain and 
unsatisfactory undertaking to go largely 
into raising rye, barley, peas, oats, d&., 
for which our farms are well adapted—es- 
pecially with the competition of the eight 
million bushels of Yankee corn which are 
allowed to come in free of duty. The un- 
fairness of this competition must be appar- 
ent to every one when he reflects that in 
the Westorn States, where corn is most ex- 
tensively produced, the land is scarcely 
worth a quarter the price which has te bo 
paid for land in this part of Canada, and 
for that peculiar grain, thesaid prairie land 
is much more productive than ours. How, 
we would like to know, can, under these 
circumstances, our farmers fairly compete 
with their rivals?! So long as we have 
distilleries in this country, we 
think the Oanadian farmer should have 
the benefit arising from supplying the 
said establishments with the grain they re- 
quire. If the distiller would thus have a 
trifle more to pay for his grain, of course 
he would charge more for the proceeds of 
his establishment, and the farmer would be 
the gainer. We can hardly conceive of a 
more unjust proceeding than that which al- 
lows millions upon millions of bushels of 
corn to come into this country and compete 
with the productions of our farms. It is all 
bosh to talk of the benefit which the farmer 
derives from buying cheap corn for his cat- 
tle, and selling his peas, barley and rye for 
a large price,as that doubtful privilege, ifit 
is a privilege could only be engaged by a 
few farmers living near towns and cities, 
The ‘‘large price” which Free Trade orators 
so glibly prate about are not in these days 
forthcoming, as our farmers know to their 
sorrow. Had we free access to the United 
States market,we might possibly turn some 
of these grains over to reasonably good ad- 
vantage, but with an almost prohibitory 
duty staring us in the face, with the price 
of barley at home down to something like 
40 cents, and with Western corn avalanch- 
ing this country,the poor farmer has a poor 
lookout, His only hope is tolave a duty 
placed on Western grain, and secure a per- 
manent home market for his coarse grains, 08 
well as for his moré perishable productions, 
provided manufactures were better encour- 
aged, and manufacturing more largely gone 


into.

Look at Tuxse Ficures.—The balance | 
of trade dui ng the last three yeers owing 
to its fiscal policy has been no less than 
$488,582,539 in favor of the United States, 
A recent statement of this subject is sum- 
marized :—'* The export of iron and steel 
end their manufactures has increased by 
nearly six milions, while imports hase 
fellen over fifty millions ; cotton manufact- 
vres have increased six and one-half miilions 
in expoi.s, aud the imports have decreased 
over fifteen willions ; copper, brass and 
their manufactures have increased in exports 
by over two millions, while their imports 
have fallen three and a-third millions.

Probably very few adults themselves know 
how poisonous peach stones are. The 
victim of the recent accident ju Poris select- 
ed the stones of a number of peaches, and, 
obtaining a hammer, when left alone broke 
them open indusirionsly and ate them ; the 
result being that he wos fatally poisoned by 
hydrocyanic (prussic) acid, Since the 
peach season is now upon us it is well to 
explain what quantity of poison the peach 
stone possesses, Writers on toxicology 
state that one ounce of the kernels contains 
about one grain of pure prussic acid, and 
this quantity, it is well known, is sufficent 
to kill any adult person. Even two-thirds 
of a grain has very often proved fatal, and 
indeed may be regarded as a fatol dose for 
any child.”

Awful Disaster on the 
Thames. 


HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST, 


| London, Sept. $.—The oxcursion stoam- 

| or Princess Alice in returning from Graves- 

end to London this evening with about 

eight hundred passongers,was run down off 

Barking, about eight o'clock, by a screw 

steamer, It is reported that botwoen fivo | 
and six hundred parsons were drowned. 

Mipyicur.—The Princess Alice was 
struck amidships, and sank almost immedi- 
ately. Tho number of persons drowned is 
veriously estimated at 600to 650. The 
higher estimate is the latest, and is given 
by the London Steamboat Company, the 
owaers of the Princess Alice. Tho Com- | 
pany's wharf is besieged by crowds,anxious | 
to hear of relatives and friends who were 
passengers on tho ill-fated boat. 

Loxpow, Sept. 4.—Tho excursion on the | 
stoamor Princess Alice, which was sunk with 
such frightful results last evening while on 
the return from Gravesend to London by the 
scrow collior Bywell Castle, was one of the 
largest saloon steamers of the London Steam- 
ship Company, She left London about 11 
o'clock yesterday morning for Gravesend and 
Sheerness, many excursionista being induced 
by fino weather to go for a holiday trip. The 
ol Joft Gravesond on her return soon after 
6 o'clock in the evening, and arrived within 
sight of the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich 
about eight. The Bywell Castl: was thon 
approaching in the opposite direction. The 
steamers wero near the middlo of the 
stream just off the city of London gas 
works at Beckton and below the mouth of 
Woodwich gardens, almost the precise spot 
where the fatal collision occurred between 
the Metis and Wentworth, ten years ago. All 
that is known amid the maddening excitement 
is that the scrow steamer struck the steamer 
Prineess Alice on the portaide; anunparalleled 
sceneensued, A very few clambered on tho 
other vessel, but nearly all rushed to the 
after part of the boat, as the bow subsided 
gradually under water, The shrieks were 
fearful, and nothing could be done to save 
life, There wore a dozen or more life buoys 
on board and some boats swinging in the 
davits, but even if they could have been got 
at they would have been of little service, 
Within five minutes the Princess Alice heeled 
completely over and went down. Some small 
boats hastened to the scone and another steam- 
er belonging to the same Company, also on 
her passage up the river with excursionists, 
went to the rescue, but the river for a hun- 
dred yards was fall of drowning people 
screaming in angaish and praying for help, 
end as it was growing dark not much could 
be done. It is believed that not more than 
150 eseaped out of 800 aboard. 

The Princess Alice was a long and low river 
steamer, built for excursions down the Thames, 
of which the middle and poorer classes of 
Londoners were very fond, She had saloons 
on the forward and after decks, and her car. 
rying capacity was unusually large, 

A large proportion of the passengers were 
on the upper deck and must have seep their 
impending doom, but those in the stern had 
no warring until they heard the crash, and 
found the passengers from the forward part 
rapning to the after part. 

Beyond the fact that the tide was two 
hours’ ebb, which would enable the Princess 
Alice to ease and stop sooner than a screw 
steamer, which would be borne on the tider 
it is impossible to discover any circumstances 
immediately preceding the collision, 

Before the boats came into collision there 
wore cries from one to the other to heep out 
of the way. The accident was probably duc 
to misunderstanding, one misinterpreting the 
intextion of the other, All rules of sail. 
ing were cast to the winds in tho moment of 
peril, each taking a wrong course to avoid 
each other's blunder. 

The cause of the Princess Alice disaster is 
believed to be that both vessels were rounding 
a sharp bend in the river, caused by the pro- 
jection of a point of land whereon the powder 


turn this point the Princess Alice had crossed 
over to the right bank, and was thus out of 
her proper course. Her lights were probably 
obscured by the shadow of the powder maga- 
zine, and being much emaller and lower than 
the Bywell Castle, the latter was upon her be- 
fore the danger was porceived.

Dangerous "Gas" Machines. 


Not a month goes by that we do not 
hear of some explosion and fire caused by #o- 
called ‘‘gas-machines,” Within the last few 
| daya the daily papers have chronicled the | 

death of two or three persons, tho injury of 

sovoral others and the destruction of the town 
| hall at Harrison, Ohio, by one of theao ma- 
chines; and wo desire to enter our earnost 
| and solemn proteat against the dangor to life, 
limb and proporty, caused by the uve of wuch 
| infernal machines as are erected throughout 
| the country aa ‘modern conveniences.” 

Woe state moat emphatically,and can prove 
beyond question, that these gasolone torpedoes 
are more dangerous thaa gun-powder or nitro 
| glycerine ; that their presence in any build. 
Ing ocetipiod ot desigued for occupancy, is in 
violation of all the laws of precaution aafo- 
ty, and would nob be tolerated by law 
| countenanced by underwriters, Thoir namo 
isa misnomer and their prosence and use a 
poril. 

Tho lighter products of the petroleum dis- 
tillation pass through the most minute orev 
ives, are Kighly volatile, readily inflammablo, 
fiercoly combustible and mixed in certain pro- | 
jortions with an ogress of common air, power 
fully explosive. Being heavier than air, the | 
insiduous and invisible vapors evolved from 
naphtha, gasolone, benzine, &c, at norm al 
tomperatures,do not carly make theirdanger- 
ous presence know to the sense of amell, they 
flow like water along the floor or the ground, 
all the while mingling by diffusion with the 
sair above and before them in explosive pro- 
portions. Tho tiniest flash will ignite this 
gaseous magazine and explode it with a rend. 
ing and damaging effect proportionate to ite 
quantity and the strongth of the surrounding 
walls, That particular property of these | 
heavy yet ponctrating vapors which should | 
cause Us spocially to guard inst the possi- 
bility of their introduction or entrance into | 
any ropm—and more particularly a cellar— 
sooms to be entirely ignored in many domes 
tic matters ; and, strange to say, this pre 
caution ia moat recklessly diareyi Whore 
skilled attention is least likely to be paid and 
the damage dono swiftest and most terrible 
whon it takes place. The employment io ths 
household of light oils, flashed below 125° or 
110° F. should be forbidden by the most rigid 
enactment prevented by tho strictest sur- | 
veillance, and visited with the heaviest | 
and most summary punishment. In ordinary 
metal lamps such oils after burning an hour 
or 80, heated beyond their flashing-points are 
likely to burst ; while glass lamps are liable 
to break and cause heavy loss, shocking dis 
figurement, excruciating torture, aad even 
agonizing death, Eyen with tho soxcollent 
safety lamps on the unarket, the agrvant girl 
of the period endangers her own life and that 
of her housemate by filling with light flashing 
oils in the presence of another light, while her 
peouliar penchant for starting the fire with 
thi# inflammable liquid, seems to be nadiniin- 
ishetlby the daily records of terriblo, barning:

mato, would bo less dangerous than those 
heavy fluids Which ¢sckpé detection by small; 
It is possible by employing material and 
workmanship much above the average at our 
disposal, to produce a vapor-making machine 
which shall impregnate common air with im- 
flammable vapors to such an extent that the 
mixture shall become inflammable, and which 
machine shall, if well and carefully tended, 
and placed in a remote. and seperate safoty- 
valve (not in a cellar), produce at a low cost 
an illuminating mixture, open only to the ob- 
jectionno slight one—that unlike ordinary 
illuminatuy gas (also explosive when mixed 
with air in certain proportions), its presence 
in the rooms, if a tap be left anturned or a 
or a pipe chance to leak, is not detectable 
carly enough to prevent possible danger.

The proper way to uso liquidhydro-carbons 
for illumination is either to use a wick and 
lamp pure and simple, employing the hoavy 
and safe liquids, drawing them by capillary 
attraction, and by the flame manufacturing 
inflammable gases as fast a8 wanted and fast- 
er—or to entirely break up either light or 
heavy oils hy destructivé distillation at’ahigh 
temperrature ih a closed retort, thus forming 
light and safo tixed gases of greatly superior 
iifaminatiog quality, which may be diluted 
with air, or with “water-gas” proper, caused 
by the destructive distillation of water. 

Let it be laid down as a rule,never to-be for- 
gotten or deviated from—that the light hydro 
carbons, under any circumstances or sur- 
roundings, in any degree safe, or in any way 
to be exempted from constant attention and 
careful handling ; and that their presence in 
any occupied buildings other than ly watch- 
ful and pradent persons, is dangerous in the 
highest degree, and should bea matter for 
domestic warning and legislative enactment,

Liquid Manure. 


It is generally believed that no system 
of enriching land for small gardens, with a 
view & view to perfection of crops, "is “so 
truly economical and.so easily available as 
that of liquid manure. We occasionally 
hear of gardener or an amatour fruit 
grower who has practiced enriching the crop 
by use of liquid manure, but it is not a com- 
mon practice so to enrich our gardens and 
lawns, however often the advocacy 
of the practice has been written. 
The writer practiced the sprinkling of a 
lawn, ina dry season, with weak liquid 
manure water, and in the greatest heat and 
drought has kept it fresh and green, In | 
the management of pot plants no course of 
supplying food equals that of a judicious 
use of liquid manure. There are in almost 
every family waste liquids which usually 
go into a sower or drain, or possibly upon 
the road, where they are of no avail’; but 
if saved by being conducted to a tank along 
with the wash waters of the house, would 
enrich an entire garden for yegotables and 
fruits, flower-borders, etc., and the whole, 
if the wash be applied regularly, and at | 
night, after sunset in moderate quantities, | 
would prevent the driest weather of sum- 
mer from checking vogetation. If an un- 
pleasant odor comes from the tank, a little 
plaster (gypsum) sprinkled in and around 
the tank would keep it sweet and clean. 
Again, tho use of iiquid manure need never 


on hand, but planting could proceed, and 
the application of manure be mado at leis- 
ure.—American Rural Home.

before Confederation had explored the 
whole country from the St. John to the 
Metapedia ; who had been selected by the 
Imperial Government, as wellas the Pro- 
vincial Governments, to advise on the 
question of route ; and who was afterwards 
appointed by the Dominion Government to 
be its chief engineer for railways, gave his 
decided opinion in favour of the Bay 
Chaleur line. 


4. That the Imperial Government hay- 
ing agreed to guarantee a loan of three 
millions sterling, reserved the right to ap- 
prove the line that might be selected ; that 
the Bay Chaleur line was preferred by that 
Government ; and that any line crossing 
the St. John at Woodstock or at Frederic- 
ton, or elsewhero, would have been ‘one 
to which Her Majosty’s assent could not 
have been given.” (See despatch of Col- 
onial Secretary to Lord Mouck, 22nd July, 
1868.) 


5. That the Canadian Parliament, the 
constitutional authority to which individual 
Ministers, as well as cabinets, inust bow, 
especially in matters of taxation and supply, 
approved of the Bay Chaleur line by an ini- 
mense majarity. (See Commons’ Journal, 
1869, page 97.) 

6. That the present Premier, by his 
speech in 1865—the best I ever heard him 
make—(see Confederation Debates, p. 430) 
—and all his present colleagues then in the 
House, by their votes in 1869, approved of 
the Bay Chaleur line. 

7. That except the Hamilton Spectators 
(a Conservative newspaper,) no journal of 
influence in Ontario of Quebec advocated 
or urged upon the Government the selec- 
tion of the frontier line, on the ground that 
it would be cheaper and better than the 
Bay Chaleur line. 

8. That when Mr, Mackenzie in May, 
1869 —nearly a year after the route had 
been determined, after the loan had been 
raised, the lino located,and seven contracts 
for its construction entered into—submitted 
aresolution to Parliament condempatory 
of the line he had previously recommended, 
his present colleague, the Minister of 
Finance, rebuked his inconsistenoy and 
sectional demagogi e, by movingan amend- 
ment, which gives the history of the case.

A STIRRING APPEAL 


NATIVE 


IN BEHALF 
INDUSTRIES. 


OF oun} 


Woe make the following extracts from the | 
admirable election addres of Judge Courso! | 
to the constituency of East Montreal,which 
he is necking to represent :— 


“ Having spent many years, at the call of 
magistracy, | owed it to my conscience to 
raise myself aboye party strife without, 
however, remaining indifferent to tho 
interests of the commonwealth. Govern- 
ments succeeded one another without its 
being my privilege to judge them. I wit- 


mont, and, if it had not my sympathies, at 
least it enjoyed my respect, and I cannot 
reproach myself with having in any way 
tramelled the liberty of its action. If I to- 
day interfere it is because I cannot any 
longer remain an unmoved spectator of our 
ruin. I feel myself called upon to strike 
the warning note, and without a pang of 
regret 1 quit the honors and peaceful tran- 
quility of a seat on the judical bench to as- 
sist, if it be not too late, in saving our com- 
mon country. 

**You know it as well as I, what we are 
in need of is native industry ; 
dustries are the representatives of our cap- 
ital and our toil. Men will speak to you 
of commerce and the restriction placed up- 
on it as though it sufficed for a country to 
purchase in order to boast of commercial 
enterprise. Donot forget, gentlemen, that 
foreign goods simply represent foreign 
labor, no matter to what extent we may 
flood our country with them. A country 
grows rich out of the product of the toil of 
its children. An article manufactured by 
amechanic during his day's labor, forms 
part of the wealth of the country, and 
nothing is lost in its production ; it is so 
much net gain. If we rest satisfied with 
importing foreign products we shall be 
obliged to give in exchange for them their 
equivalent in money. Thus we might im- 
port unceasingly, and yet never do a sound 
commercial business unless we ourselves 
are manufacturers. Had we manufactor- 
ies, had we means of giving employment to 
the strong arms that are outstretched for 
labor, we should see the raw material 
around and about us developed into pro- 
ducts that would add largely to our wealth.

These products would in their turn develop 
a commerce far more stable, more, endur- 
ing and remunerative than that which 
drives our capital out of tho conntry. 
Every year there is sent out of O 
over twenty millions of dollars for the pur- 
chase of articles, the © part of which 
could be manufactured at home. We must 
endeayor to retain the money in our own 
land—it is necessary for the support, the 
education and the comfort of our families. 
To secure this I now come before you, 
soliciting your aid in the accomplish- 
ment of my task. I appeal to you as the 
advocates of Protection, which the Macken- 
zie Government openly denounces. 

“« Prorection is the main plank of my 
political platform ; by it alone can our man- 
ufactories be revived, and labor be given to 
the willing hands of the people. I desire 
Protection sincerely and frankly ; it shall 
be the special object of my political career, 
if your, votes secure me a seat in Parliment. 
This question I shall deal with irréspective 
of menor political parties. I wish to see 
the Mackenzie Government overthrown, 
because they are ruining the country by a 
contrary policy, and no future Adminis- 
tration shall obtain my support, unless its 
policy be one of Protection to our native 
industries. I am anxious for such Protec- 
tion as will be reasonable and just, such as 
can be applied, as every one knows, with- 
out increasing the taxes that are imposed 
on the people. Sucha policy of Protection, 
instead of increasing the costs of articles of 
prime necessity, would necessarily decrease 
it, for after a time, our manufactories havy- 
ing acquired strength and perfection, we 
could manufacture as cheaply as our foreign 
competitiors, and would thus save the cost 
of transportation and customs duties, which 
represent at least a quarter of the value of 
imported goods. 


The Cabinet Salaries. 


Mail has 


the Cabinet salaries controversy. It is 
true that in May, 1873, when thero, was an 
overflowing revenue and surplus Was piled 
on surplus as regularly as deficit succocds 
deficit under Retorm rule, Sir John Mac- 
donald proposed to increase the Cabinet 
salaries from ,000 per Minister to $3,000

It amounts in principle 
to this, that ifany man’s neighbor had 
stolen a cow he was thereby justified in 
committing manslaughter, Away with such 
“political morality” as this, which has too 
often guided the conduct of the Mackenzie 


Government, but of which people who re- 
floct have become tired. 


John Stuart Mill on Protection. 


The free-trade organs neyer’ weary of 
quoting arguments from writers who favor 
their views, but they carefully suppress 
all reference to the fact that John Stuart 
Mill, admittedly the most eminent of all 
freo trade theorists, felt himself constrain- 
ed to admit that in certain cases Protection 
was allowable—-was, in truth, an act of ne- 
cessity, oven of self preservation. In the 
tenth chapter of his great work on tho 
“Principles of Political Economy” he 
reasons as follows : 


‘* Thero can be no doubt that,in the pres 
state of international morality, a pene cant 
not, any more than an individual, be blamed 
for not starving itself to feed others, * * 

_‘ Tho only case in which, on mere prin- 
ciples of political economy, protecting dutics 
can be defensiblo, is when thoy are imposed 
temporarily (especially in » young and rising 
nation) in hopes of naturalizing a foreign in- 
dustry, in itself perfectly suitable to the cir- 
cumstances of the country. The superiority 
of one country over another in a branch of 
production often arises only from having be- 
gun it sooner, Thero may be no inherent 
mivantage on one part,or disadvantage on the 
other, but only a present superiority of acquir- 
ed skill and experience, A country which has 
tho skill and experience yet to acquiro,may in 
other recpects be better adapted to the pro- 
duction than those which wore earlier in the 
field; and, besides, it is a just remark 
that nothing has a greater] tendency to pro- 
moto improvements in any branch of 
production than its trial under a new sot of 
conditions, But it cannot be expected that 
individuals should, at thoir own risk, or rath- 
er at their certain loss,introduce a new manu- 
facture and bear the burden of carrying it on, 
until the producers have been educated up to 
the level of those with whom the processes 
aro traditional. A protecting duty continued 
for a reasonable time, will somotimes be the 
it inconvenient mode in which a nation 

oan tax itself for the support of such an ex- 
riment. But the protection should be con- 
fined to cases in which there is good ground 
‘OF AswUrADOS that the industry which it fos- 
tore will after » time be able to dispense with 
it, nor should the domeatic producers ever bo 
allowed to expect that it will be contiaued to 
them, beyond the time strictly necessary fora 
fair trial of wnat they are capable of eaters 
plishing.”” 3

mind’s eyo was oxactly that of Canada at 
tho prosent time, therefore those who pro- 
fons to bo his pupils and to follow his doc- 
trinos ought to support tho National Policy, 
tho wisdom of which is above vouched for 
by their mentor, Woe aro awaro that froc- 
tradors claim that Mr,’ Mill subsequently 
modified this strongly oxpreased opinion ;

‘This conserence consisted of an equal number | 
of lay and clerical members, Juring that 
sossion the Methodist New Connexion enom- | 
ination was amalgamated with the Methodist 
Church. The three Methodist Conferences of 
Canada were also united at the same time. | 
The doctor read the following statement of 
church work during the firat four years of the 
Conference : 

Muxisters,—In the Canada Copference, in 
1574, there wero 695 ministers, and in the 
Now Connoxion, 113 miristers; totel, 808. 
In 1878 there were in the London Conference 
330 clergymen ; in the Toronto Conference, 
365; and in the Montroal Conference, 220 ; 
making a total of 915 ministers, or an increase 
in four yearsof 107. In East British Amotica, 
in 1874, there were 223 ministers: now there 
are 106 in No: cotia, 95 in New Brunswick, | 
and 49 in Newfoundland, making a total of 
250, or an increase of 27, The total number 
of clergymen in 1874 in Canada was therofore 
1,031, and in 1878, 1,165, showing a not in- 
crease of 134, 

Mempers.—In 1874, in the Canada Con- 
forence, there were 7; mombers ; in the 
New Connexion, 7,439; in the East Buitish 
American Conference, 20,950 members, mak- 
ing a total of 101,946 | membora.

How One-sided Free Trade Affects 
the Farmer. Wise Trade Maxims. 

Grit candidates and their platform 
“orators” who support them say tho far- 
mers are not suffering. Mr. John Shep- 
herd, of Bothwell, a cattle dealer in a large 
way, gives the following as his view, and 
as we venture to say it will carry more 
weight than all the dogmas and theories 
ever spun or propounded for the benefit of 
the Old World farmer ; 

“Thave purchased stock largely from 
the farmers for eight years, paying them 
thousands of dollars annually. I have told 
them, and state now, that were it not for 
the duty that ] am compelled to pay upon 
all the stock crossing the line to the Unit- 
ed States, 1 could offer to pay from 60 to 
75 cents more for lambs and $10 per head 
more for cattle. And only two weeks 
since, the-drovers were paying $4 per 100 
pounds live stock for hogs forthe Montreal 
market ; but hogs were shipped in from 
Chicago free of duty and glutted the mar- 
ket. Had the Americans been called up- 
on to pay 20 per cent duty the same as our 
farmers have to pay for the privilege of 
selling hogs in the United States market, 
we could have a fair profit and continue to 
pay the farmers $4 per 100 pounds, But 
the result is, our farmers will have to take 
less for their surplus hogs. No class in 
the community are suffering from the one- 
sided Free Trade policy more than our in- 
dustrious farmers, for they have no control 
of our Canadian market, neither can they 
send their produce to the States without 
paying from 20 to 40 per cent, duty, while 
the Americans can bring the products of 
their soil into this country free of duty. 
And whenever any article that our farmer 
produces commands a good price here, the 
Americans tako advantage of it, glut the 
markets and down goes the price, to the 
loss and ruin of the Canadian farmer.” 

This is a plain, simple statement, and 
being based on experience it is more to be 
regarded than any philosopher's dictum. 


Protection has enabled the United States 
to bear annual internal tax of 300 millions 
for the purpose of paying off an enormous 
debt. Free trade has driven Canada 
deeper and deeper into debt. 

Every bushel of American grain we im- 
port forces a bushel of Canadian grain to 
seek a foreign and less profitable market, 
compelling the Canadian farmer to com- 
pete with the serf labor of Russia, and 
with the half cladand rice fed natives of 
India, instead of enjoying his legitimate 
and rightful home market. 

Every dollar expended in carrying for- 
eign manufactures to our shores, and in 
carrying back our raw material to pay for 
them is so much lost between the producer 
and consumer, consequently the nearer 
these can be brought together the better. 

In 1865 the imports af the United States 
from Great Britain were $122,000,000 and 
their exports to that country were $84,- 
700,000. Balance of Trade against the 
United States $37,300,000. In 1876, after 
the United States had beon ruined by pro- 
tection for ten years, the figures stood im- 
ports from Great Britain, $98,000,000, ex- 
ports to Great Britain, $347,352,000. 
Balance in favor of the United States, 
$269,352,000. 

Said Lord Brougham in 1815 ; ‘‘England 
can afford to incur some loss on the export 
of English goods, for the purpose of de- 
stroying foreign manufactures in the 
cradle.” The manufacturers of the United 
States think they can afford some loss in 
order vo destroy Canadian manufactures in 
the cradle. France, Germany, and the 
United States frustrated the designs of 
would-be monopolists of England by pro- 
tection. Will Canada be as wise for her 
own interests | 

Under Protection, we wish the electors 
of this County to remember, the United 
States reduced their debt since the war 
rearly $500,000,000, while we in Canada, 
under our present commercial policy, have 
increased our debt during the past five 
years $34,000,000! Now which is the 
wisest policy? We think it easy to do- 
cide.

HON. GEO. BROWN ON THE NATIONAL Poutcy, 

In 1865, during the debate on Confodera- 
tion, the Hon. Geo. Brown, as reported on 
page 105 of the official report, said : 

‘*T will not detain the House by reading it, 
but any member who desires it can have it 
for examination. I may state, however, in 
brief, that the breadstuffs alone bought by 
the lower provinces amounted to no less than 
$4,447,207—that the imports of meats, fresh 
and cured, amounted to $659,917—and that 
the total value of producta which the lower 
provinces might have bought more advantage- 
ously from us, summed up to over seven mil- 
lions of dollars. The Americans must, there- 
fore, bear in mind that if they abolish the re- 
ciprocity treaty, they will not only lose that 
seven millions which they now receive for 
their products, but the carrying trade which 
goes with it, But onthe other hand, when 
we have this union, these products will, as 
they naturally should, go gown the St. Law- 
rence, not aale for the advantage of our farm- 
ers—but av elling the volume of our own ship- 
ping interests. (Hear, hear.) The Ameri- 
cans hitherto have had a large portion of our 
catrying trade; they have brought us our 
goods—oven our European goods—and taken 
our Produce not only to Europe but even to 
the lower provinces ; and I say ono of the 
beat features of this union is, that if in our 
commercial relations with the United States 
We are compelled by them to meet fire by,fire 
—it will enable us to stop this improvidence 
and turn the current of our own trade into 
our own waters. Farbe it from me tosayI am 
an advocate of a coercive commercial policy— 
on the contrary, entire freedom of trade, in 
my opinion, is what wo in thia country should 
strive for, Without hesitation, I would, to- 
morrow, throw open the whole of our waters 
to the United States if they dia the same to 
us. But, if they tell us, in the face of all the 
advantages they get by Reciprocity, that they 
are determined to put a stop to it, and if thir 
is done through a hostile feeling to us—deep- 
ly as I should regret that this should be the 
first use made by the Northern States of their 
now found liberty—then, I say we have a 
Policy and a good policy of our own, to fall 

ack upon.

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A DISLOYAL POLIOY. 


A fow weeks ago, the Grit organs charg- 
ed the Opposition with disloyalty, because 
thoy presented to the people a policy of 
protection to home industries. The absurd 
and baseless nature of that accusation,com- 
ing especially from such a source, having 
beon conclusively shown, the cry has been 
abandoned as being thoroughly ‘‘played 
out.”’ Recent events have, however,shown 
that the charge of disloyalty can be logic- 
ally preferred, and with reason and fact as 
well to sustain it, against our opponents. 
Asis well known, the Premier and the 
Minister of Finance are both free-traders 
in principle, and that they profess regret at 
being compelled by force of circumstances 
to support a tariff so high as that 
now in force in Canada, under which tho 
control of the Canadian markets has been 
placed in the hands of the manufacturers, 
agriculturists, and miners of the United 
States. The Ministers referred to, and 
Mr, Mills, the Minister of the Interior as 
well, are very fond of quoting the writings 
of Mr. David A. Wells, a gentleman of 
ability, who has become the apostle of 
free-trade in the United States, as an au- 
thority upon the manner in which the trade 
relations of this country should be arrang- 
ed. What this gentleman's advice will 
eventually lead te,if followed with thesame 
persistence as has been shown by our Goy- 
ernment during the last few years,has beon 
seen and publicly stated by the Conserva- 
tive leaders, whose protests against it were 
mnecred at and disregarded by the Ministry 
and their supporters ; but we prefer to 
allow Mr. Wells to state the effect upon 
Oanada of carrying out his policy in his own 
words. Ina pamphlet recently written and 
published by him, entitled, ‘‘ Why we 
‘Trade and How we Trado,” he states how 
the politicians of the United States regard 
Canada, and on pages 23-4 he gives his own 
words on the matter as follows :— 

a It is desired to aunox the British North 
American Provinces and make them a part of 
the American Union. * * * With tho 
balance of advantage in any amicable contest 
between the two countries, industrial and 
commercial betterment so transcendently on 
the side of the richer, most populous, and | 
most powerful nation, it must bea very low 
order of statemanship on the part of the 
United States which could not devise and 
carry out a policy that in less than a decado 
of years would make the British Provinces 
Applicants of their own accord for incorpor- 
ation as States in the American Union, or 
would enable the United States, if it ‘was 
deemed expedient to force them to become such 
by tho threat, not of armed compulsion," but 
of simply clouding the sup.”

Presentation of the Joint Address 
of the Ontario Munici- 
palities, 


HIS EXCELLENCY’S REPLY. 


Tho delegation of municipal representatives 
of Ontario, appointed to present Lord Dufferin 
The joint address of the Ontario municipalities, 
Amongst them 
were Alex. Robertson, Mayor of Belleville, 
and Charles Francis, Eaq., Reove of Trenton. 
Mayor Daly, of Stratford, was elected Chair- 
map, ond Mr, Biscoe, Guelph, secretary. 
Ravens fous Mayors, Wardons, Reevos and 
Councillors, had “signed tho addreas, which 
had been beautifully illuminated. It was 
presonted in tbo afternoon on the terrace in 
rear of the Governor's quarters in the citadel, 
under brilliant auspices both as to weather and 
attendance. The band of '‘B” Battery was 
stationed on the parade ground in front of the 
building and played some fine music at in- 
tervals, a 

Mayor Daly, of Stratford, introduced the 
deputation, the members of which were sever-

A TOUR IN THE NORTH. 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
Dean Stn,—We left your City one fine 
mors'ng for a tour back north, and as we pro- 
ceeded on our jousey, saw nothing very per. 
ticular until coming to that hM overlooking 
the thriving vilage of Madoc, The firat thing 
that attracted attention was the beautiful 
building for the Model School, wh‘ch is # very 
great credit to the people of the village, as 
well as to the contractors, Messrs, Nouthcott 
& Alford, of vour city. Proceoding into the 
village, fine brick buildings were noticed as 
business places and private residences, Thon 
we came to our stopping place, which hap- 
pened to be Mr. Simmons’s, and found him 
to be a very obliging host, and keeping a very 
good house. 
Then we started from Madoc for the Hast- 
ings Road; proceeding onward, the farmers 
were seen tobe very busy getting in their 
grain crops. At Bannockbuia there was seen 
quite a largo building, and well ‘built, but 
there looked to be something wanting,—-so on 
enquiry it was found that the inside had been 
taken out, as there was not any gold to cy ash, 
it having been used asa crashing-mil. There 
whs nothing very interesting theace to Mill- 
bridge, with tho exception of the rough road. 
At Millbridge we put up at Mr. Golding’s, 
and found him a very accommodating land- 
lord, both for man and beast. 

On reaching what is called Snow's road, 
gangs of men were repairing the road under 
the supervision of the Hon. B. Flint, and 
found it quite a help. But £400 is not enough 
to repair fourteen miles of road such as this 
is, The-county might be a little more liberal 
with their poorer neighbors, but the money 
has been well spent on the road. Arriving at 
McGuire's we fed our team and ourselves, 
and found it to bea very clean nice place, 
poor looking outside but very much different 
inside, 

After leaving McGuire's we soon came to 
where gangs of men were repairing the Hast- 
ings road, and were iuformed thatthe Govern- 
ment were laying out $1,500 on this road. 
Mr. Kavanagh, the Reeve of Dungannon and 
is managing the work and the money, 
and we believe he is putting the money on the 
road and making good use of it, Be 
that as it may, where the repairs had been 
done we could travel three miles to one, and 
a great deal easier to man and beost, It sur- 
prised us to see what man can do on such a 
place as that with so small an amount as 
$1.500.. They ought to have more, butit is 
an exceptionally good job. After travelling 
eight or ten miles of this road, there began 


Se EEE a NTL 
tler out from those lands which would make 
them good homes and good livings, for they 
must haye good nerve to face it, But it 
would be better if the Government were a 
little more liberal with their money (where it 
is wanted) and intrust it with men who are 
interested in the road. 

Then we got to L'Amable, where Mr. Jar- 
man has a saw and grist'mill, and some lady 
keeps a store, The Post Office is kept there, 
also the Agencies for Government lands. 
There we went off the road into the woods 
and found some large farms all cleared and 
well cultivated and good crops. 

At one farmers they told us he had 300 
bushels of wheat, 250 bushels of oats, 50 
bushels of rye, 300 bushels of peas and from 
15 to 20 tons of hay, and there are others 


that have quite as much on their farms. Pro- 
ceeding onward, we found that most of the 
settlers were doing well. Their potatoes are 
of the best quality. There is another crop 
that we did not know sbout, namely millet, 
which almost every farmer has growing. lt 
looks very fine, and makes a great yield. 
One man ‘stated that ho had one and a half 
acres sown and that he judged he would have 
one hundred bushels off it. We found that 
those that would work were doing well and 
were comfortable and that peace and plenty 
reigned around. The howling of the wolves 
was heard, but anythiog more dangerous 
than a garter snake was seon, After spend- 
ing a week or two amongst the settlers, we 
started for the road again and came to a place 
called the Branch (York Branch.) There we 
found a grist mill with two run of stones 
which is under thorough repair and will be run- 
ning by the middle of the week. A saw mill is 
in operation, to which a new addition is to be 
put with a circular aw in it, A new bl 

smith shop is in course of erection and a card: 
ing mill is in contemplation, 80 that it is 
tended to be quite a manufacturing place; 
a store is kept here also, where everything 
ean be had for money, and here again we 
hearé of tho Hon. B, Flint, he being the pro 
prictor. We would havo liked to have seen 
him there as we heard of such a man that 
when he came the very tea fell down from 25 
to 30 cents a pound, sugar from 5 to 7 conta, 
calicoes and prints 6 or 7 cents per yard, flour 
ono dollar to one fifty a barcel, all for cash, 
and we wero told this man eyen brought the 
mails up to time, 80 that you may not wonder

A Black Woman Turning White. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 6.—A physiological 
phenomenon has just been discovered in 
this city by one of the district physicians.

The meeting waa organized by tho ap: 
| pointment of the Hon. 
| Chairman. 

On taking the chair, Mr. Read made a 
few remarks, and it being agreed that on- 
ly the candidates should speak, he called 
upon

Hon. Lewis Watiuripcr, who was re- 
ceived with applause. He proceeded to 
say that under constitutional government 
revolutions are effected by changes of ad- 
ministration, which in despotic countries 
jare flected by the bayonet. When a 
Government came before the country they 
| should have a policy, but the present Gov- 
| ment had no policy and wero merely keep- 
ing their seats warm. Therefore the op- 
| position presented a policy, namely that of 
| protection to home industries, which they 
| held would relieve the depression which 
undeniably exists, and which the present 
Government declared they were unable to 
mitigate. The time was coming, however, 
when they would be turned out of office 
and more able men putinto power, ( Ap- 
plause.) The Opposition did not propose 
to puta high duty upon everything, but 
only where an increase of duty is required. 
He was a free trader in the fullest sense of 
the word, but ho deemed it necessary that 
our manufactures should be protected un- 
til they are established, and he gave sever- 
al instances of the benefits of protection in 
Canada. Ifthe United States would take 
off the duty he would be willing that Cana- 
da should do likewise, but as they shut us 
out from their markets we should keep our 
markets for our own people, and prevent 
their destruction by foreign manufacturers, 
He proceeded at some length to explain 
the policy of the Opposition, giving ex- 
amples of where the present tariff affects us 
unfavorably. He also argued forcibly that 
the English system of free trade will not 
suit us, a8 our circumstances are entirely 
different from theirs. Passing thence, he 
showed chat the Globe newspaper is the 
leader of the Reform party ; that the form- 
er leaders of the Reformers are now act- 
ing with the Opposition ; and that the bad, 
impure men of the Conservative party 
who were formerly denounced by the Grits, 
are now or lately were in their Government, 
Sir John Macdonald had done what had 
been adjudged to bea wrong, he had suf- 
fered the constitutional penalty, and now 
a8 the opposite party could not properly 
govern the country, he asked to be rein- 
stated in the position which he had forfeit- 
ed. But then there was the ‘big push ” 
(applause) which in point of morality stood 
exactly on the same level. The Conserva- 
tive party allowed Sir John to go down, 
and the Reformers ought to allow their 
leaders to go down. (Applause.) The 
man who had no opinion of his own was 
not fit for a representative of the public, 
and his was in favor of protection. Now it 
was held that free trade cheapened articles, 
but he would show them that such was not 
thecase. Five years ago we imported from 
free trade England $10,000,000 worth of 
goods more than from the protected United 
States, but last year we imported from the 
United States $11,000,000 worth more of 
goods than we did from England. Would 
any one tell him in the face of that, that 
protection increased prices | No, protection 
only steadied the market, and competition 
1egulated the prices. He proceeded to 
treat upon sugar manufacture, saying that 
the efiect of the miserable policy of the 
Government is to make us poor and keep us 
poor. ‘Applause.) He would oppose the 
Government, as he could not honestly do 
otherwise and be sincere in favor of protec- 
tion, and le asked those who favored pro- 
tection to vote with him and assist in carry- 
ing out the principle. Voting for an inde- 
pendent candidate, they would be as likely 
to secure protection as to have wings grow 
on them before to-morrow morning. 
(Laughter and applause.) He asked them 
to be honest to themselves, and was loudly 
applaudéd on resnming his seat, having 
spoken an hour. 

Mr. Brown was Joudly applauded on 
coming forward. He proceeded to speak 
of his record and that of Mr. Wallbridge, 
who he said had vilified Mr. Road when 
that gentleman ran for the Legislative 
Council, but who was now supporting his 
opponent. Mr. Wallbridge supported Dr. 
Hope, who was now supporting him (Mr. 
Brown). (Laughter.) They were to de- 
cide who was the best fitted to represent 
them and with the most influence. Mr. 
Brown proceeded to repeat his appeal of 
the night before, for support as a business 
man, and also his statement that there was 
no depression in manufactures here. He 
was a protectionist, and would put a pro 
tective duty on anything that requ dl it, 
(applause), but he wanted Mr. Wallbridge 
to explain what he considered was neces- 
sary to be dono in the matter and define 
his policy. He would not say he would 
not go for a retaliatory policy if he got ina 
fighting move (applause) but he preferred 
to conciliate the Americans, if possible. 
He belioved that his ideas and Mr, Wall- 
bridge’s ran in tho samo groove, and it was 


therefore a question as to whom of the 
two men they would prefer, Lewis 
Wallbridge or James Brown. He 


was, ho repeated, an independent can- 
didate, and would do what ho belived was 
right. Ho had voted against a motion of 
consure against Mr. Mackenzie on the 
ateol raila question because he thought Mr.

East Hastings, 


Messrs. White and Aylsworth in 
the Field. 


Tho nomination of candidates for the 
House of Commons for East Hastings was 
hold at Roslin on the 10th. 

Hiram Holden Esq., Returning Officer, 
called upon Robt. M. Smith, Exq., Election 
Clerk, who read the writ for holding the 
election. He then expressed himself ready 
to receive nominations. 

Mr. White and Mr. Aylsworth having 
handed in their nomination papers, the 
Election Clerk at 2 o'clock declared a poll 
granted. 

The Clerk stated that Mr. Aylaworth 
had appointed Mr, Thos. Holden his finan- 
cial agent, and Mr. White had appointed 
Mr. Hudson. 

The nominations being closed, Mr. P. 
R. Daly was called to the chair upon the 
retirement of the Returning Officer. 

Mr. Aytsworrn being called upon said 
he was the son of a U. E. Loyalist and a 
Canadian by birth and that he was not the 
man of leisure he was reported as being. 
That he belonged to no party but was in- 
dependent and would give the present ad- 
ministration his support, as he considered 
they managed the affairs of the country well. 
He referred to the expenditures of the late 
Government and considered that the pre- 
sent Government did well to have only a 
small deficit. (A voice ‘‘a pretty big one 
youmean.”) He said the present contest 
was between Mr. Mackenzie and Sir John 
Macdonald who he believed was no better 
now than when he was put out of office. (A 
voice ‘‘ He’slots of friends here.”) -He 
considered it was not to the interest of this 
country to adyocate a retalitory tariff 
against the United States and their much 
larger popuiation would prevent our doing 
so if we wished. Our produce and cattle 
he said we need not sell to the Americans 
if we did not find it profitable todo so. (A 
voice ‘‘ we give them turkey and they re- 
turn to us buzzard.”) The importation 
of corn he considered beneficial to the 
country,as the greater portion went into to 
the manufacture of spirits, which returned 
a reyenue to the country. He also referred 
them to the importation of salt and coal. 
All the manufactories in the country, were 
in a flourishing condition, and if elected he 
would uphold a reyenue tariff of as low a 
nature as would carry on _ the 
affairs of the country. His speech of half 
an hour was listened to with attention, al- 
thongh he spoke under the difficulty of 
feeling that his hearers were not in accord 
with his views. 

Mr. Wuire being called upon,was greet- 
ed with loud cheers. He said that if he 
was not a son of a U.E. Loyalist it was not 
his fault, but he was an Irishman by birth, 
and had endeavored to conduct himself in 
such a manner as not to be a disgrace to 
the country of his birth or adoption. He 
considered that Mr, Aylsworth was a man 
of ease, ashe thought a position like that 
he occupied a position of comparative ease, 
when he had a man of business at his back. 
In expressing himself as an Independent 
candidate he considered Mr. Aylsworth 
was trimming his sails for the coming 
breeze. As for his part he was a Liberal 
Conservative, and he would say to his Grit 
friends ‘‘God speed you” with your inde- 
pendent candidate, He accused the pre- 
sent Government of not having administer- 
ed the affairs of the country in an economi- 
cal manner. The Pacific Railroad was not 
practicable on the plan of water stretches 
as proposed by Mr. Mackenzie, as an all- 
rail route was the only one worthy of adop- 
tion. (A yoico, ‘‘They have the rails for it 
now.”) Ontario was the trunk of the great 
tree of the Dominion whose duty it was to 
nourish the branches, and it was our duty 
of the country to build the Pacific Railroad 
if we wished to bea great and united 
people. He opposed the present Govern- 
ment because of theirgross mismanagement, 
which was injurious to the country. 
Mr. Mackenzie when in opposition had op- 
posed coalitions, but one of his first acts 
when placed in power was to form a coali- 
tion Government, taking into the Cabinet 
Cartwright, who was a Tory, and Cavchon, 
who had been ousted from the Conserva- 
tive party for robbing poor lunatics, and 
whom he had now placed in the responsi- 
ble position of Governor of Manitoba. He 
then referred to the steel rail transaction, 
which he said was a direct loss of a million 
and a half to the country, and was a trans- 
action that no man could defend. — He ro- 
ferred to the Pembina-Branch rood, which 
he said Mr. Mackenzie had asked the House 
to lease to a company, which they had re- 
fused to do ; but aince the close of Parlia- 
ment Mr. Mackenzie had leased the road 
for two years without tho consent of Par- 
liament. He then referred to the grvat 
Joss to the country by the Fort Frances 
Lock, the Neebing Hotel, and the building 
of the telegraph line for the Pacific Road 
before the road was built, which wire would 
in somo places be twenty miles from the 
road when built. Since his canvass bogan 
ho nad been opposed on the stump by Mr. 
Rathbun and men from Belleville, and 
they had even imported a wise man from 
the cast, Mr, Doroche, to speak against 
him, but not one of them had pointed ont 
a wrong voto he had given when in tho 
House, and he appoaled to the people to 
placo him again in his former position,

ans, and if olected would stand true to the 
intoresta of the country. He then took his 
soat amid loud cheers, ‘ 
Mr, Ayrsworrn in reply said that in 
calling himself an independent candidate ho 
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meant that he was not pledged to any 
party. He referred to Mr White’n re- 
marks respecting the steel rails, i 
that he (Mr. White) nor Dr. Tops aee 
raised their voices in the House against the 
purchase, as the House considered it a good 
ono at time, but which had since proved a 
mistake of judgmont. He himsel: was not 
one that looked to Washington, as ho said 
in the States protection had made wealthy 
manufacturers, who, when their shops wero 
full of manufactured goods,\turned their 
mon in the streets to beg and become 
tramps. 

A Voror—‘ That's not so. I have been 
there, and can get all the work I want at 
two dollars and a quarter a day at the car- 
pentering trade, whilst hero they only offer 
50 cents a foot to build barns. I left bero 
fifteen weeks ago, and have come back for 
my family with two hundred dollars in my 
pocket.” 
Mr. Axiswortn then referred to the 
lobbying at Washington, and took his seat 
amid profound silence, 

Mr. Ware rose to reply to Mr. Ayla- 
worth’s attack with res; ae to the Real 
rails, and said that if Mr. Aylsworth had 
read the records of the House he would 
have found that upon a motion of Mr. Bow- 
ell’s, he with some 50 or 60 others voted 
to condemn the purchase, ; 

Mr. Wurrr then asked for a show of 
hands, when fully nine-tenths of tho elect- 
ors present raised their hands in his favor. 

A vote of thanks was then given the 
Chairman, who suitably replied, and three 
cheers were given for the Queen and tho 
respective candidates, and the audience 
quietly dispersed.

i- | cient ally, Denmark, is received with much aym- 

pathy, During the 
F 


ench revolution, and in the coalition of the 
opean states resulting from the conquest of 
Napoleon I, Denmark steadfastly remained a 
friend to France, and putting berself at the head 
of the neutral maritime Powers suffered loses 
which have not yet been repaired, Copenhagen 
was bombarded and half destroyed in August 
September 1807, and the Danish fleet was 
captured and conveyed to England. By the 
treaties of 1815, the Peninsular kingdom was 
reduced to antate of the third order, although 
the energetic character of her people, her advanc- 
ed civilization and naval importance, ensured 
her a certain amount of influence throughout 
Europe—even when the events of 1864-5 depriv- 
ed her of half her territory, and more than a 
third of her inhabitants. 


At present the popu- 
Jation of Denmark does not exceed 1,800,000 
souls, But the subjects of Christian IX. are 
distinguished for loyalty, courage, perseverence, 
love of family, and studious and meditative 
habits. Having reaped nothing but mortifica, 
tion from politics, they have taken refuge in 
labor, where they know that activity and pro. 
bity ever bear the palm. From these causes the 
Danish exhibition is not the least interesting in 
the Palacezofj the{Champ de Mars, representing 
as it does the vitality and skill of this little coun: 
try in peaceful arts. 


j, | ‘The facade of tho Danish section, in the street 
of the Nations, is copied from the Bourse of 
Copenhagen. It is a small building of brick and 
sculpured white stone, lacking neither elegance 
nor originality of design. On each side of the 
entrance rise two stucco columns, imitating 
marble, Between each pair is a niche, at pre- 
sent empty. The columns nearest the entrance 
support. projecting pilasters, above which are 
two other columns of lesser proportions, which 
form a frame for the curious mullioned window 
of the first floor, The gable is ornamented with 
two beautiful Caryatides, between which the 
royal scutcheon is sculptured. A tiancated 
pyramid surrounded by a spherecrowns the pedi- 
ment, Within, Denmark occupies but one half 
of the transverse triforium ; the right is occu-

". | pied by Greece, and the piquant contrast be- 


tween the products of thecountry and the period 
of Bericles, and those of the cold and foggy 
Baltic Islands, is continued through the galleries 
appertaining to the facade, Throughout, and 
even in the vestibule of the Danizh house, we 
meet with the Exhibition of the Direction of the 
Communal Schools of Copenhagen, Education 
is greatly considered in this kingdom, especially 
primary instruction, which’is gratuitous, and 
compulsory. Upon the little used in the school® 
are shown the productions of the pupils,drawing 
albums and copy books, A glass case contains 
various objects of needle-work, cleverly done by 
little girls. There is, however, nothing relating 
to the method of secondary instruction nor to 
the system adopted in the /ycees and technical 
institutions, which are said to be admirably 
adapted to suit their special needs,

ships, rigging, and perfumery. More worthy of 
. | note are the beautiful ceramic collections of 
Madame Ipsen and Peter E. Schon, of Copen- 
hagen. Several of the specimens have been 
bought by the Vienna Museum. A little fur- 
ther on, a large show cake verging upon the 
f | longitudinal gallery also attracts notice. The 
adjoining room is principally devoted to furni- 
ture, for the making of which Copenhagen en- 
joys a certain reputation, which is certainly 
justified by the present exhibition. The. fine 
buffet-sideboards are the prizes of a lottery 
formed on behalf of the Institution for idiots 
The centre of the hall is in the form of a semi- 
circular rotunda, at the upper part of which is 
a kind of fresco representing the different types 
of the country in national costume. Shop: 
keepers, sailors, fishermen. workmen, and pea- 
sants follow each other hard in hand, and carry- 
ing garlands. Perhaps it is the neighborhood of 
Greece which has inspired the reminiscence of 
the Panathenaic procession, On cntering the 
third hall which is devoted to clothing, the skin 
of the formidable white bear contrasts its 
vividness with the soft shading of the cider 
down.

It compelled the Canadian farmers pay 
into the treasury of the United States Tact 
year nearly three million dollars in duties, 

It has driven one half a million Oan- 
adians to seek homes in the United States 
and build up, by their intelligence and in- 
dustry, a foreign land. 

It has closed up many of our manu- 
facturing industries, and compelled others 
to run ata loss, and on half and on three 
quarter time. 

It has allowed American machinery, 
marble-ware, waggons, buggies, parlor 
furniture, pianos, sofas, tables, lounge 
frames, chairs, &c,, &,, to come into Can- 
ada on a low tariff while our own mechan- 
ics are walking the streets without employ- 
ment. 

It has closed up our sugar refineries and 
is compelling our people to pay a million 
dollars a year more for their sugar, than 
they would do, did we refine for ourselves. 

It is killing off our interprovincial trade 
and thereby sowing seeds which will cause 
the disruption of the union, besides depriv- 
ing our farmers and millers of their most 
profitable market. 

It is driving our trade away from the 
motherland and into the arms of the United 
States. 

It has ruined our West India trade and 
thereby deprived our farmers of their most 
profitable foreign market. 

Men of Canada, do you wish to see your 
country, despiteall hermagnificent resources, 
sink to the degrading level of the commer- 
cial vassal,the hewer of wood,and the draw- 
er of water for the neighboring Republic, 
If so,supports the opponents of the Nation- 
al Policy. 

Do you wish to see our glorious Dominion 
developing her splendid resources and rising 
to her true position as the leading nation of 
the Western Hemisphere. The ally of the 
great British Empire,populated by teeming 
millions of happy,contented and prosperous 
people,showing her gratitude to that Provi- 
dence, which has blessed her among the na- 
tions by the gift of untold natural wealth, 
by developing and utilizing its bounteous 
gifts! If so vote for the National Policy. 


The American Corn Question. 

No one article of import more seriously 
affects the interests of our agriculturists 
than that which forms the subject of this 
article. The importations of corn last year 
reached the enormous amount of consider- 
ably over eight millions of bushels. It ia 
allowed to enter into this country freo of 
duty, and thus a tremendous competition 
is created against Canadian coarse grains 
in the Gonadian market, without even the 
compensation of causing an increase of 
our revenue, by compelling the producers 
to paya share of our tax, in return for 
our market. 

The first item to be considered in the 
matter of competition is the large pro- 
portion that enters into the manufacture of 
whiskey. Nearly 6,000,000 bushels of this 
American product is consumed in the manu- 
facture of intoxicating drinks It is a fact 
that our farmers know well, that if it were 
not for this competition, they would supply 
the demand for these purposes with their 
own barley and rye, and thus while they 
enjoyed a large home market, the article of 
whiskey would be robbed of a portion of its 
poison, as it is admitted by analysts that 
corn whiskey contains more fusil oil than 
cither rye or malt wiskoy. Here then in 
this competition is a matter of great import- 
ance to our farmers, that must not be lost 
sight of. The remainder of the importaion 
enters largely into competition with farm- 
ers’ coarse grains for feeding purposes, 
being mostly consumed by lumbermen,con- 
tractors, carriers and others keeping 4 large 
number of horses, and very little of it is 
consumed by farmers themselves, as they 
havo sufficient of such crops to meet their 
own demands and something to spare, 

Tho second competition that the farmers 
meet on this question is in tho matter of 
beef. The distilleries extracting the spirits 
from the corn turn it out to the cattle for 
fattoning purposos,and after boing fattened 

n this awill from corn, imported free of 
duty, the beeves are put into market in |«, 
competition with the farmorn’ stall fed cat- 
tlo. Here is no small item of consideration 
for the farmer. 

The next point of competition in that of 
whiskey against boor, In comparing tho 
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1877, wo find that whiskey mado from 
t ‘American corn increased over 40,000 gal- 
t] tbh, and beer mado from Canadian barley 
*| dooreased over 200,000 gallons. Honce this 

American corn is rapidly driving our barley 
out of our own market, while the American 
emand for Canadian barley is decreasing 
| yoarly. Farmora must wako up to thea 
xrorn facts and actas wise mon in the prom: 
isos if they would not find themaclves rob- 
bod of thoir markets, shut out from their 
noighbor's and left ina much worse con- 
dition than thoy are to-day ; which all know 
is bad onough.

England had made her manufacturers 
when she voted the Free Trade policy. No 
country in the world could compete with 
her in iron works and ship building. She 
had her markets full and she wanted Free 
Trade to enable her to dispose of her goods. 
So it would bein Canada if our manufac- 
urers were protected for a few years. But 
we must make a child stand before it can 
walk, and Canadian industries can neyer 
compete with similar industries, already 
established and in working order, without 
pfotecting them long enough to give _them 
vitality. That Protection would injure 
the farmer is another fallacy. It would in- 
crease the price of many commodities the 
farmer would require, but in good times it 
may be cheaper to pay eight dollars for 
your beaver, than in bad times, it might 
be to pay four dollars for the same article. 
All over the world famine prices mean good 
times, low prices mean bad ‘times. Five 
years ago it was cheaper to pay $500 for's 
dwelling house than it is to-day to pay $300 
for it. High prices should alarm no one; 
on the contrary, they. indicate prosperity, 
and that is what we all are aiming at.

A Clear View of the Situation. 


Some little time since the Hon. Billa 
Flint, of this city, wrote a letter on the 
trade question, which appeared in the 
Madoe Review, and from which we mako 
the following extracts :— 


‘If we have fair play with our American 
cousins, we ought to have reciprocity, but as 
we have not, isthere any good reason why 
they should put a tax of 15 cents per bushol 
hn our barley and rye, and 20 cents on our 
wheat, while we allow their wheat to come 
into Canada duty free? Let us oxam’ne the 
parallel cases, Itissaid the consumer pays 
the duty. So he does, but if barley is worth 
$ 1 a bushelin Oswego, it onght fairly to be 
worth 95 cents in Bellevi'le, allowing 5 conts 
for storage and freight, providing wo had 
reciprocity, But now, while the American 
consumer pays the duty, the Canadian farmer 
a 15 cents less for his bushel of barley, 
f Belleville, Trenton, Shannonyi''e and Mj 
Point, the four shipping places in this county, 
ship two million bushels in the season, the loas

Oswego, he would get $55 hore, or —or 
without duty $60 more, making $280 ; and 
the lower the grain goes the harder it comes 
on the farmer to submit to the deduction of 
15 cents por bushel to meet the buyer of the 
Oswego market. Hence, while the consumer 
really pays the duty, the Canadian farmer is 
deprived of the benefit of the extra 15 cents 
per bushel by the illiberal action of our 
Amerisan neighbora—while in Canada we 
admit their corn, wheat, oats, &e,, duty free, 
which must, under al! circumstances, except 
jn a short crop or famine, work against the 
interest of our farmors- 
** Suppose our Government puts the samo 
duty on corn, wheat, &c., coming from the 
States, as is put on barley, wheat, &o., going 
from Canada ; supposing we mect them on 
their own grounds as to manufactures, end 
thereby shutjthem ont asthey do us,’ from 
making a slaughter market of thetr country, 
as they do of Canada, to the injury of our 
youre and struggling factories, would we not 
0 more likely to get Reciprocal Free Trade

initials on the back can be seen without open- 
ing it, and hand it to the Deputy-Returning 
officer, who shall, without unfolding it, ascer- 
tain, by examining his initials, and the num- 
ber upon the counterfoil, that it is the same 
that he furnished to the elector, and shall 
first detach aud destroy the counterfoil, and 
shall then immediately, and i: the presence 
of tho elector, place the ballot-paper in the 
ballot-box.”” 


Thus the ballot is absolutely secret, and 
it being impossible to ascertain how any 
man voted by subsequent examination. 
Each Elector shall vote at the Polling 
Station of the Polling District in which he 
is qualified to vote and no other. 


No Candidate is allowed to pay for con- 

veying voters to the Poll, and no Agent or 

other person is allowed to pay for such 

service, This does not, however, debar 

neighbors and friends from assisting each 

other in getting to the poll.

A Clear View of the Situation. 


Some little time sinco the Hon, Billa 
Flint, of this city, wrote a letter on the | 
trade question, which appeared in the 
Madoc Review, and from which we make 


| the following extracts :— | 


“If we havo fair play with our American | 
cousins, we ought to have reciprocity, but as 
wo have not, isthere any good reason why 
they should put a tax of 16 cents per bushel 
on our barley and rye, and 20 cents on our 
wheat, while we allow their wheat to come 
into Canada duty free? Let us examine the 
parallel cases. Itix said the consumer pays 
the duty. So he doos, but if barley is worth 
$ 1 a bushel in Oswego, it ought fairly to be 
worth 95 cents in Belleville, allowing 5 conte | 
for storage and freight, providing we had 
reciprocity. But now, while the American | 
consumer pays the duty, the Canadian farmer 
gets 15 cents leas for his bushel of barley. 
Tf Belleville, ‘'renton, Shannonyille and Mill 
Point, the four shipping places in this county, 
ship two million bushels in the season, the loss 
to this county for the want of a reciprocal | 
Free Trade at 15 conts per bushel would be 
$ 300,000, and the lower the price of barley 
the harder it presses on the farmer. 

“Suppose a farmer with 400 bushels of 
barley worth $l per bushel in Oswogo—he 
only gets $320 for his crop, but if he could 
save the licents per bushel he would have 
$350, or $60 more by saving the duty; or if 
his 400 bushels were worth only 75 cents in 
Oswego, he would get $55 here, or $220—or 
without duty $60 more, making $280 ; and 
the lower the grain goes tho harder it comes 
on thefarmer to submit to the deduction of 
15.cents per bushel to mect the buyer of the 
Oswego market. Hence, while the consumer 
really pays the duty, the Canadian farmer is 
deprived of the benetit of the oxtra 15 cents 
per bushel by the illiberal action of our 
Amerisan neighbore—while in Canada we 
admit their corn, wheat, oats, &c,, duty free, 
which must, under all circumstances, except 
in a shortcrop or famine, work against the 
interestof our farmers- 

** Suppose onr Government puta the same 
duty on corn, wheat, &c., coming from the 
States, as is put on barley, wheat, &c., going 
from Canada ; supposing we meet them on 
their own grounds as to manufactures, and 
thereby shut them out asthey do us, from 
making a slaughter market of their country, 
as they do of Canada, to the injury of our 
young and struggling factories, would we not 
be more likely to get Reciprocal Free Trade 
in the farming products, not only of. grain, 
but of cattle, horses, sheep, &c,? I believe 
we would,” 


Considering that Mr. Flint is a man of 
well-known ability and has had a business 
experience in Canada of half a century ; 
that he has sat in Parliament for many 
years, first as a member of the Legislative 
Assembly, next asa Legislative Councillor, 
and now as a Senator ; that he is now and 
alwayshas been a Reformer, though re- 
fusing to bow to the Brown dictatorship ; 
and that he is and has been in the lumber 
business, which is supposed to profit by 
the importation of corn and oats from the 
United States free of duty, his capacity as 
a critic of the Government policy cannot 
but be acknowledged, whilst his indepen- 
dence of motives of self-interest is above 
suspicion, We therefore foel justified in 
asking our readers in this and adjoining 
counties to read carefully and ponder well 
the words of the venerable Senator for the 
Trent Division.

4S VIEWED BY A CONSERVATIVE. 


Following is an extract from a speech 
recently delivered at St. John, N. B., by 
Mr. King, one of the Conservative candi- 
dates for that city :— 

‘It is charged that our policy is con- 
trary to that of the empire. We contend 
that we are discharging our duties to the 
empire when we endeavor to strengthen 
ourselves as a part of the empire. The in- 
terests of the empire cannot Tie in Canada 
becoming a mere territory of the United 
States, commercially annexed to it, a mar- 
ket for surplus American produce, lying at 
the mercy of an American fiscal and trade 
policy with no power to influence it. The 
time is rapidly coming under the present 
policy when England will have but little 
interest in our trade, for under it our trade 
with England is fast declining and our 
trade with the United States fast increas- 
ing. Four years ago we imported from 
England about twenty-five millions more 
than we imported from the United States. 
Now we import from the United States 
five or six millions more than we import 
from England, or a difference in favor of 
the foreign over the mother country of 
thirty millions, If this be ao, is it or is it 
not a matter of importance! If it be so 
does it or does it not furnish a reason for 
doing nothing bat drift, and is it not clear 
that unless something is done it will soon 
make little difference to England whut our 
trade policy is} Under the present state 
of things the higher charges of importation, 
including freight, shipping charges and in- 
surance, constitute a discrimination in fa- 
yor of the United States as against England 
in our dealings with them, The policy of 
the Government is an American one, It 
is Canada for the Americans, But the na- 
tional policy conseryes the interest of the 
Empire. It is said we are un-English. If 
to try to keep our resources from being 
drained off into a country that will only 
trade with us on one sided terms—that will 
sell us all we want freely, but will take no- 
thing in fair exchange—that taxes every- 
thing we send there except our gold ; if 
our resistance to lop-sided free trade is un- 
English, then we are 40 ; but to make a 
fair stand for our trade rights, to strength- 
en the thinge that remain and are ready to 
die, to build up our industries and make a 
market for our farmer and so_ infuse 
strength and manliness, and self-depen- 
dence into our national system, this is em- 
inently in the interest of the empire, be- 
cause eminently in the interest of Canada. 
(Loud applause. )

The Colliery Explosion

Tho full oxtent of the ia Ae at 
Abercorne is now known. This morning 
the flooding of the pit commenced, The 
fire was within a short distance of the bot- 
tom of the shaft, and all hope abandoned, 
When this decision was announced to the 
relations of the 261 men still in the pit,the 
scene was terrible. Thirteen additional 
bodies were recovered before flooding. The 
Abercorne colliery is the property of the 
Ebbow Vale Steel, Iron and Coal Company, 
one of the largest in South Wales. ‘The 
pit is 330 yards deep, one of the largest 
and best worked in the district, yielding » 
thousand tons of steam coal daily. The 
machinery was the best kind in use. Safety 
Syte were rigidly enforced and the cause 
of the explosion of the pit cannot be sur- 
mised. Three detonations was heard. The 
frame work and castings of the pit were 
thrown three hundred feet above the mouth 
of the shaft. Tho colliery employs upwards 
of 1,000 hands ; 373 taking their turn went 
down at eleven in the morning. Twenty- 
one came up at noon. 
At 12:10 a loud rumbling was heard fol- 
lowed by a flash of flame from the pit’s 
mouth, and a colamn of smoke, dust and 
debris ascending, The explosion damaged 
the winding. gear, destroying the only 
means of communication with the men in 
the pit. Assoon asthe gearing was re- 
paired working parties were sent down the 
shaft, and 82 men and boys, working with- 
in a few hundred yards of the shait, were 
rescued, but it became evident, as attem, 
were made to advance, that little hope 
could be entertained of any life surviving. 
About four hundred yards from the bot- 
tom are the stables. Here fourteen horses 
were found dead. Beyond this the explor- 
ers could not go, on account of cboke damp. 
Volunteer explorers succeded in bringing 
out ten or twelve men, very much burnt 
and also seven dead bodies. It is fear 
no others can be for the present got at in 
consequence of the fire extending, and 
there remains no reasonable hope that any 
further lives will be saved. 


The Methodist Church of Canada. 
SECOND GENERAL CONFERENCE, 


(From the Montreal Star.) 
NINTH DAY. 

After the usual routine business and 
reading of some reports, Judge Jones pre- 
sented a report upon church property, of - 
which the following are extracts ; 

It is recommended that a Committee be 
appointed to’ procure for the Methodist 
Church the required Act of Parliament in 
Manitoba ; and the appointment of another 
to procure the necessary legislation in the 
Bermuda Islands. bs 

The report was adopted. i, 

Mr. W. Kennedy read the Quadrennial 
Reports of the Western and Eastern section 
of the Methodist Book Committee. Below 
is a summary of the former: The financial 
statement, ending 31st March, 1878, shows 
the total assets to be $149,208.41 compared 
with $95,418.52 for 1874. Total Jiabilities 
1878, $70,142,66 ; 1874, $30,142.30, De- 
ducting the total liabilities from the total 
assets, there is a balance of assets over lia- 
bilities of $79,065.75 ; an increase as com 
pared with 3lst March, 1874. In 1874, 
percentage of liabilities to assets 42; in 
1873, liabilities to assets, 47. Total gross 

ofits for quadrennial period ending 1878, 
By 771.13; total expenses, $59,769.46 ; 
increaso over 1874, $19,977.33. The 
Christian Guardian, the chief periodical of 
the Church, is now in the 49th year of its 
existence, and has a weekly circulation of 
10,157. A decrease of gross profits for the 
term ending 1878 indicates a decrease of 
$1,189.45 over 1874. This is accounted for 
because of the Postal Loan that came into 
force in 1875, &c. The Sunday School 
Banner has been enlarged, and its monthly 
circulation is 5,766, and the gross profits 
show an increase of $2,321.12, The Sun- 
day School Advocate has a semi-monthly 
circulation of 13,336, and shows an increase 
in gross profits of $1,356.03, The aggregate 
ofall the Sunday-school periodicals issued by 
the Western Book Room during the last 
quadrennial period is 3,403,196 ; the moral 
benefit of this circulation, and its vast 
effusion of religious teachings, is beyond 
calculation. The Methodist Magazine, first 
published by order of the General Confer- 
ence in January, 1875, has atiained 9 cir- 
culation of 2,388,

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Hiffect of Different Manures on 
' Grass Land. © 


A Yorkshire correspondent of the Lon- 
don Agricultural Gazette gives the follow- 
ing bit of experience,which shows that one 
should not be too hasty in judging of the 
comparative effects of different kinds of 
manure; ‘“‘Last January I dressed a very 

r plain, or sheop run (21 acres), with 
about 14 loads of farmyard manure (not 
very rotten) on 4 acres. The rest of the

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with special dissolved bones, at the rate of 
dowt, peracre. Tho effect of the first 

ing’ was soon visible, and the 4 acres 
were distinctly marked out from the rest, 
showing where the manure was applied. 
As this result remained unchanged till the 
beginning of April, and the artificial man- 
ure then appeared to have been used in 
vain, judgment was given in favor of the 
yard manure. After this, however,we had 
some warm weather, with fine growing 
showers, which soon altered matters, and 
the line of demarcation became each day 
Tess distinct, till at length the superiority 
of the bones became manifest. I have now 
(June 19th) got a most luxuriant mixture 
of grass (chietly red and white clover) from 
the portions sown with artificial manure. 
On the 4-acre piece there is scarcely any 
clover, and only a poor share of rye-grass 
and other common varieties. I have used 
dissolved bones on a good deal of grass this 
year, ‘and the result in each case is aston- 
ishing. My land is a strong loamy clay.” 
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Sewage as Manure. 


The total amount paid by our farmers 
for manure must be something enormous. 
How much of this amount might be saved 
by a judicious application of the sewago 
now wasted, it is impossible to say. The 
Chinese are noted as agriculturists, and 
they never bring manure from ‘‘the ends of 
the .” In China, in Flanders, Europe 
and in other places, everything not wanted 
in the house, and which can be made ayail- 
able, is usedonthe farm. ‘In the West 
India sugar plantations,” Johnson says, 
“the cane after having had its saccharme 
juice pressed out at the mill, serves as fuel 
in boiling down the syrup. The ash thus 
produced is rich in those mineral ingredic- 
nts necessary to the prosperity of the plant 
and the neglect to return this valuable ash 
to tho soil has not only occasioned a large 
importation of foreign manures, but also 
8 serious deterioration of the soil.”” In our 
time we persist in buying manure while we 
poison the rivers by allowing the sewage to | 7, 
flow into them ; whereas a little chemical 
knowledge, combined with judgment, 
would convince all concerned that if the 
sewage was deodorized and used on the 
farm, money would be saved and the rivers 

would be pure.—N. Y, Observer, 
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Summer Pruninc.—It is yery useful to 
give a little attention, at the proper season, 
to the Summer pruning of fruit trees and 
bushes. The too rampant growth shovld| I 
be pinched back, and the too crowded 
branches thinned, which will give increas- 
ed strength to what is allowed to remain. 
Raspberry bushes have been sending up 
their sprouts, which are to bear the fruit 
of next year ; only as many should be al-| F:

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The Benefits of a Birthplace, |

Of course, every one has been born somo- | 
where. But the place is sometimes indefi- 
nito. Suppose you wero born at geal 

Vhat distinct notion can you have of your 
birthplace, on the Mediterranean or on tho | 
| Atlantic? Or oven—what is quite impro- 
| bablo—if the spot has been identified on 
the ship's log, who thinks of a birthplace in 
the ‘‘degreos” and “minutes” of latitude? 
Next—in the disadvantage of vaguoness— 
is being born in the woods, or on the 
prairie, where for whole days’ travelling 
every square mile is exactly like every 
| other. But thero is this gain here as com- 
| pared with the sea, that the woods and the 
prairie become populous, that houses grow 
up, that homes and churches and towns 
supplant the loneliness, so that you can 
jaay, “Iwas born here before tho town 
was built, and where the achool-house now 
stands,” Noxt to this is being born in the 
dull street of a great city, where every 
houso is like its fellow, and one dingy brick 
is the typo of piled-up millions. Yet even 
then one can name the town, even the 
street, and perhaps something- memorable 
comes to stand at, or near, the place, #0 
that one can say, ‘I was boin near where 
the Exchange, or the Court House, is 
now.” And finally, next to that infelicity 
of birthplace is be'ng the child of wander- 
ing parents, rich or poor, and haying no 
links of memory binding one to a birth 
spot, ‘Where is your bi th-place ?” it was 
asked of alady. ‘Have nono,” was the 
laconic repl ‘Tam the daughter of an 
itinerant minister,”’ 

As every mother thinks her owa baby 
the handsomest, as every crow thinks its 
own the blackest, so eveiy one—not boia 
in exceptionally objectionable places— 
thinks his own birthplace the most inter- 
esting. Here now is a-patiicvlar birth- 
plscesne matter in what county of Ire- 
and—thought of, remembered, loved, and 
being revisited after absences more or less 
lengthened, for five and thirty years. We 
should not wonder if a traveller passing 
through the region would ignore it, or only 
remember it by the long tunnels through 
which he entered and quitted it, yet how 
full it is of variety and beauty. Let it be 
described. 

Stend here now at this gate at the head 
of the lane, beech-shaded, and look east- 
ward. Over the worn-out ‘‘moss,” as the 
peat-bog is called, and the rising hilly 
ground, your eye rests on the old Danish 
fort, round, strong, commanding, ‘and en- 
tirely earth-built. That is ‘* Lis-Summon 
Forth,” as it is called. No profane spade 
disturbs it. Whose cattle would escape, 
who desecrated its soil, cousecrated by 
mystery and age? How many romances it 
suggests? What hands reared, assailed, 
defended it} Round it the land is poor, 
and the native Irish till it, The rule of 
many generations somehow drove them to 
the lest fertile spots ; but to their credit, 
through Ulster, they have turned the bar- 
renness into fertility, end if you ask the 
honest Scottish settler, whcse fathers came 
as strangers two hundred years ago, of his 
Roman Catholic neighbors, he will tell you 
that though there is hardly any social in- 
tercourse with them, yet in all neighborly 
ways they areas kind, honest and friend- 
ly asany one. It is immensely to their 
credit, for they had much to forgive. 


Now look to the north. Downward your 
eye is carried till it rests on ‘‘ The Lough,” 
Tam afraid it would be called a marsh in 
America ; the railroad embankment has 
sorely trenched upon its easternend. But 
what fish that lake held to fishermen of 
eight and ten years old ! How graud was 
the one boat on it! How splendid was its 
one wooded isle ! Call it a marsh indeed ! 
Thirty-five years ago that lake was bottom- 
less in some places. 

Now torn to the opposite bank crowned 
with handsome trees surrounding a rectory 
of no mean dimensions—Jaid out in the 
good old departed days whon itwas thought 
wise to support the clergy as a valuable 
countiy gentiy. Ahme! Disendowment 
is telling on the place. The land has been 
sold in part ; the trees are being cut down; 
tho house and the gccat walled garden look 
like a diminishing income to the gccupant ; 
and it is not the railway train alone that 
you see enter the tunnel in the hillside 
with ashriek that reminds you that Ireland 
is being changed. 

But now look west and south—your eyo 
may make its widest sweep. Over the 
meadows there—a mile and half away—is 
the pretty village of one long street, lean- 
ing against the gentle incline of the hill. 
That is the school-house at the upper end. 
Thatis ‘the meeting house” among the 
trees, and around its old cruciform walls 
sleep the dead who used to worship within 
them ; and away, away till the sky touches 
the land, ten miles from you,in ever-rising 
slope, with intervales, which of course you 
do not see, is a noble stretch of farm land 
with white houses, with trim, hedges with 
rich crops, and with enough of pine and 
beech and the fragrant sycamore inter- 
mingled to give variety and beauty. At 
ono sido of this expanse you see tho castle 
and domain of a nobleman, and on the 
other, closing up the view to the south, is 
tho bluo Slieve-Gulliyn, fitly rounding out 
ahorizon which this present writer onco 
fimly believed to be tho boundary of the 
world. 

Now how much better to be born in one 
of those houses in the fields, with pines and 
beeches and sycamores enough around to be 
identified and remembered, with the Forth, 
and the Lough, and the mountain, and tho 
wide strotch of farms,each with its smoking 
houso, photographed on the memory wharo- 
ever one may go, than in any wildernoss 
of treos, or brick-housos, or’ sca-waves, or 
prairie like the sea turned into pasture 
land ! 

Why, my dear air, had you been so for- 
tunate, you could have known nearly overy- 
body about you. You would have gone to 
school with theso mon and women. Tho 
oldor ones would now talk kindly to you, 
and toll you how they know you as a little 


boy, and what your father looked like. As 
you walked along the roads—and they can 
bo walked vpon—you would say : ‘ In not 


that a Henry, a Wilson, a Quinn?” for you 
would know thom by their likeness to your 
old school-fellows, And # there is the 
Joast goodness in you, it would be harder 
to you to be moan and bad among them 
than in any other placo, for you would 
romomber how they always knew you, and 
all about you, and how thoy know your 
fathor, and your grand-fathor, and ‘how 
dreadful it would bo to have thom compare 
you unfavorably with tho “old stock.

He said he had 
visited of late every important railroad centre 
im the United States, and he was therefore 
onabled to deny from his own knowledge, the 
reports in the Grit nowspapers that large num- 
bers of mechanics are there unemployed. He 
showed that there is immense activity in that 
country in the manufactories of railway 
material, many of the shops running day and 
night, and having orders in excess of their

at London the car works had closed. Thus 
many men were out of work, and now that 
they were looking for labor, Mr. Brown would 
doubtless class them as ‘lazy hounds.” (Ap- 
plause,) He also showed that many shops in 
Pittsburg were running double gangs, and 
said that if that is the ruin which there is in 
United States, as depicted in the Grit news- 
papers, then he hoped that a share of it would 
fall upon this country. (Loud applause.) | 
Mr. Nunn then spoke of the use of the steel | 
rails on the branch lines of the Intercolonial 
Railway, 42 miles of the Pictou branch hav- 
ing been laid with steel and made a gift of to 
a private Company. ‘Thon he touched at 
some length on the Pacific Railway, showing 
that very nearly one-half of the amount which 
was to have been paid hy Sir John Macdon- 
ald’s Government to Sir Hugh Allan's Com- 
pany for building the road had already been 
expended on it, and yet we had not even a 
semblance of a road, Ho concluded a very 
spirited address by predicting victory on 
Tuesday, and sat down amidst loud applause.

Tho following account of the suit for the | 
recovery of the money stolen from the Re- | 
coiver-General’s office, and aketch of the life 
and doings of Bigelow, who is supposed to be 
the thiof, is taken from the } York Times 
of the 11th inst, Bigelow arrived in Toronto 
in the custody of Detective Skeflington on 
Tuesday night last, and made his appearance 
in the Police Court on the following morn- 
ing :— 

A suit just begun in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court is entitled ‘Victoria, Queen of the 
United Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and Empréas of India, plaintiff, against 
Jacob D, Otis, defendant,” the “attorneys for 
the plaintiff” being Messrs. Blatchford, 
Seward, Griswold, and Da Costa, The papors 
filed sre a summons and complaint, six or 
seven affidavits, an order of arrest, a warrant 
of attachment, and two undertakings. The 
action is brought to recover the sum of $15,- 
000, being the proceeds of a part of the 
moneys stolen on July 4, 1878, from the office 
of the Receiver-General of the Dominion of 
Canada, at ‘Yoronto, which matter has recent- 
ly been the subject of considerable examina- 
tion before Chief Justice Murray, The com- 
plaint sets out that “ the plaintitf, by her com- 
plains in writing, herein set fourth, respect- 

ully shows to this court that she is not a re- 
sident or a citizen of the United States, and 
that the defendant herein is a citizen of the 
United States anda resident of the State of 
New Jersey ; and then follows, with much 
logal form, the averments which set out the 
robbery of the moneys which the plosintiff says 


were her *‘ personal property,’ and which 
consisted of 7,400 notes known as the “ To- 
ronto issue” of currency of the Dominion of 
Canada, 5,000 of them being of the denomina- 
tion of $2 each, and 2,400 of them of the de- 
nominated value of $l each. The complaint 
is verified by Clarance A. Seward in behalf of 
the plaintiff, and on information and belief. 
The affidavits in mopper of the complaint are 
made by Detective Robt. A. Pinkerton, and 
by various bankers’ clerks, and these set forth 
the details of the theft, and the tracing of a 
portion of the money stolen to the possession 
of the defendant Otis, who is a banker and 
broker doing business in Wall street. 


Upon these papers Judge Blatchford issued 
an order of arrest and a warrant of attach- 
ment, fixing bail in the sum of $12,000. 
United States Deputy Marshall Miller, under 
authority of the warrant, arrested Otis, and 
he is now in Ludlow-street goal in default of 
bail. At the time of Otis’ arrest by the city 
authorities a couple of weeks since the officers 
found on him, and took possession of, 495 
notes of the Dominion of Canada, of the de- 
nominations of $1 and $2, a cheque of Messrs. 
Hatch & Foote, bankers, payable to his order 
at the Bank of Commerce, for $752, and $2,- 
500 in United states currency and national 
bank notes, These funds wore taken charge 
of and held by the prpperty clerk at police 
head quarters, but under the attachment is- 
sued in the above suit they have been taken 
and delivered to the plaintiff, a sufficient 
bond and undertaking having been given to 
indemnify the defendant if the plaintiff fails 
to recover judgment. It will probably be a 
year or two before the trial of the action is 
reached, 


After the robbery of the Receiver General’s 
office at Toronto, Canada, the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency in Chicago was telegraphed to, 
and a detective was sent on to work up the 
caso, The detective soon came to the conola- 
sion that the notorious American professional 
aneak-thicf Tom Bigelow, was one of the gang 
concerned in the theft. Subsequent investi- 
gation revealed the fact that Bigelow, with 
his wife, was living in Toronto under an as- 
sumed name. l'robing the matter further, 
the detective was grieved to learn that the 
man whom he was in search of had disposed 
of his furniture at private sale, and had sailed 
for England in one of the Allan line of steam- 
ers from Quebec, The detective force at Scot- 
land Yard, London, were communicated with, 
and informed that Mrs. Bigelow’s relatives 
resided in Manchester, and they were requested 
to keep a strict watch in case Bigelow eluded 
them in London. Instead of visiting his wife's 
relatives, however, a8 was anticipated, Bige- 
low made an extended tour of the Continent, 
but afterward, returning te England, was ar- 
rested. Mr. Fraser, the Assistant Receiver-- 
General at Toronto, was notified of Bigelow’s 
arrest, but tho fact of Jacob D. Otis’ arrest 
about the same time in this city for the samo 
offence, made Mr, Fraser's presence imperative 
in New York. ‘Consequently the Assistant 
Receiver-General, having to attend to the Otis 
caso here, could not reach London in the spe- 
cified time—15 days—allowed by English law 
to hold a prisoner, and on his failing to appear 
against Bigelow within tho required time, the 
latter was discharged, 


After Bigelow’s release in England, the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency in this city telo- 
graphed to the Scotland Yard detectives to 
keep a careful watch on Bigelow’s movements. 
On Aug. 25th a cable despatch was received 
stating that the fugitive and his wife had 
sailed in the Allan Lino steamer Circassian 
for Quebec. The Canadian authoritios do- 
toctives to await the Circassian's arrival. Tho 
steamer reached her destination on Sunday 
norning last, and Bigelow and his wife were 
taken into custody, The thoory advanced 
for tho pair not coming to the United States 
is that Mrs. Bigelow, ‘who is tho notorious 
Louiso Jordan, feared arrest for her partici- 
pation in the robbery of the Lechmere Bank, 
Cambridge, Mass.

Heirs to Oyprus. 


There are threw heirs to Cyprus, Lomo 
de Lusignan, a Serene Highness, Prince 
Royal of Cyprus, Jerusalem and Armenia, 
who lives in St Petersburg, and seems to 
be recognized there, and his nephews, Guy 
do Lusignan, Princo Royal of Cyprus, Je- 
rusalem and Armenia, a man of gentle and 
distinguished bearing, who lives in a mod- 
est mansion in the Avenno d'Eylau, Paris 
and is preparing his son to enter the Franch 
navy, and Korene Nar Bey, Prince of Lus- 
ignan, Archbishop of Beshiktash-Gonstanti- 
nople.

Ho was 
rather above the average height and very 
fine looking, with long black hair, a clear 
high fore head, large deep eyes, a thick 
black beard, anda very fascinating smilo. 
His voice was melodious, and his hands 
and feet betrayed his _ perfectly 
aristocratic origin. He had a mild, modest 
rather melancholy bearing. He wore a 
dress of blue black or dark moire, with 
wide sleeves, the hood of which drawn over 
his head, left only his beard, his mouth.aud 
his eyes visible, concealing his long hair 
and forehead. He wore a star of diamonds 
representing the Episcopal arms surmount- 
ed by aroyal crown. These three men 
are the descendants of the Lusignans, who 
bought Cyyrus from Richard the Lion- 
Heart, and reigned there some three cen- 
turies, and they claim the “‘rights which 
neither the unjust spoilation of the Repub- 
lic of Venice nor even the Ottoman con- 
quest’’ have despoiled them of. They have 
united ina memorandum to Lord Salisbury 
accepting the new state of things, but with 
an express reservation of their rights, to 
be claimed at the proper time. Lord Salis- 
bury, it need hardly be said, has not yet 
acknowledged the document. The Prince 
residing at St. Petersburg has made a dec- 
laration to the effect that on the 10th of 
April, 1821, his father’s treasure, to wit, 
4,800,000 ducats (of Holland), 495,000 
doubloons (of Spain),170,000 Mahmoudies, 
200,000 toupies, 3,169,485 Spanish dollars, 
600,000 siver roubles (of Russia), was seiz- 
ed by Turkey, He proposes to bring an 
action against the Porte for the sum with 
interest. 


A Horrible Sight. 


The pretty little yillage of Mount Vernon, 
near New York, has just been the scene of 
a bloody tragedy. Isaac Robinson, ane 
farm hand, employed by ex-Sherriff Darius 
Lyon, while in a fit of jealous frenzy,killed 
lis wife Josephine. by cutting her throat 
with a razor, Ho then blew his brains out 
with a shot-gun. The crimes were per- 
petrated in the presence of the three little 
children of the couple in the shanty where 
they lived. Robinson, apparently without 
just causo, suspected his wife of being un- 
chaste, and would not be convinced by her 
of her innocence. While working on the 
farm on Monday, Robinson exclaimed to a 
fellow :—‘‘I can’t stand this any longer ; 
I'm going home to get satisfaction.” He 
then went home and committed the double 
murder. When the officers broke into the 
house they were “‘horrified by the sight 
that met their gaze. Lying on the bed in 
a pool of blood, with her throat cut from 
ear to ear, lay the body of Mrs. Robinson. 
On her breast, and bespattered with blood, 
was her youngest child, a babe of eighteen 
months, vainly trying to draw nourishment 
from the mother’s cold breast. On the 
floor was the husband's body, with the top 
of the head blown completely off, the 
brains scattered around the room. ‘The 
babe was taken from the dead mother and 
sent to Mr. Lyon's house, where the other 
children already were. An examination of 
the premises showed that Robinson had 
fastened a double-barrelled shot-gun to the 
jamb of the door by a string,so that it hung 
suspended on a level with his head when 
sitting on the floor. It is supposed that 
he then sat down on the floor, placed the 
barrel at his head, and fired the gon with 
his foot. The eldest boy says that ho saw 
his father load the gun on Monday.”

Some little time since the Hon. Billa 
Flint, of this city, wrote a letter on the

on our barley and rye, and 20 cents on our — 
wheat, while we allow their wheat to come 
into Canada duty free? Let us othe 
parallel cases. Itissaid tho consumer pays 
the duty. So he does, but if barlay is worth 
$1 a bushel in Oswego, it ought fairly oe 
worth 95 cents in Belleville, allowing 5 « ‘ 
for storage and freight, providing we had — 
reciprocity. Bat now, while the American 
consumer pays the duty, the Canadian farmer 
vets 15 cents less for his bushel of rae 
{ Bellovillo, ‘Trenton, Sbanoonyille and. 

Point, the four shipping places in this county, 
ship two million bushels in the season, the loss 
to this county for the want of a reciprocal 
Free Trade at 15 cents per bushel would be 
$ 300,000, and the lower the price of barley 
tho harder it presses On tho farmer. ’ 

“Sappose a farmer with 400 bushels of 

barloy worth $1 per bushel in Oswego—he 
only gets $320 for his crop, but if ho could 
save the 15 cents per bushel ho would have 
$380, or $60 moro by saving tho duty; or if 
his 400 bushels were worth only 75 cents in 
Oswego, he would got $55 hore, or $220—or 
without duty $60 more, making $230 ; and 
the lower the grain goes the harder it comes 
on the farmer to submit to the deduction of 
15 cents per bushel to meet the buyer of the 
Oswego market.

THE BLECTION. 


IMPORTANT STATEMENTS OF THE LAW RELAT- 
ING TO BRIBERY &c. 
BRIBERY, 

Consists in the lending, or agreeing to 
give or lend, or the offering or promising 
money or valuable consideration or pro- 
curing for or promising to procure any 
office, place or employment for any voter, 
or any one on behalf of a yoter, in order 
to induce any voter to vote or refrain from 
voting, or on account of such voter having 
voted or refrained from yoting at an elec- 
tion. 

TREATING. 

Every candidate who corruptly by 
himself, or by or with any person or by 
any other ways or means on his behalf at 
any time either upon or during any elec- 
tion, directly or indirectly, gives or pro- 
vides or causes to be given, or is accessory 
to the giving and providing, or pays wholly 
or in part any expenses incurred for any 
meat, drink, refreshment or provision to 
or for any Peron in order to be elected, or 
for being elected, or for the purpose of 
corruptly influencing such person or any 
other person to give or refrain from giving 
his yote at such election, shall be deemed 
guilty of the offgnce of treating. 

UNDUE INFLUENCE 

Is defined as being the making use of or 
threatening to make use of any force, vio- 
lence or restraint or threatening the inflic- 
tion of any injury, damage, harm, or loss, 
or in any manner practising intimidation 
upon any person to induce him to vote or 
refrain from yoting or on account of his 
having voted, or the preventing or interfer- 
ing with the free exercise of the franchise 
by abduction, distress, or any fraudulent 
device or contrivance, 

HIRING VERICLES, 

The hiring or promising to pay for any 
horse, team, carriage, etc., byany candidate 
or any person on his behalf to convey vot- 
ers to or from the poll, orthe payment of 
the travelling and other expenses of any 
voter in going to or returning from any 
election are declared to be unlawful acts. 

PERSON ATION. 

This is also a corrupt practice, and is 
defined as follows ;:—-‘‘Every candidate 
who corruptly by himself or by or with any 
other person ou his behalf compels or in- 
duces or endeavors to induce any person to 
porsonate any voter, or to take any false 
oath in any matter wherein an oath is re- 
quired under the Election Act,” and also 
“any person who at any election applies 
fora ballot paper in the name of some 
other person,whether such name be that of 
a person living or dead or of a fictitious 
person, or who having voted at the once at 
any such election applies at the same 
election for a ballot paper in his own name.”

Above are represented the forms of 
ballot papers which will be used in the 
elections for the three Ridings of this 
County, and in which the voter has marked 
his ballot for Messrs. Bowell, White and 
Wallbridge respectively.

officer, who shall, without unfolding it, azcer- 
tain, by examining his initials, and the num- 
ber upon the countorfoil, that it is the same 
that he furnished to the elector, and shall 
first detach and destroy the counterfcil, and 
shall then immediately, and ia the presence 
of the elettor, place the ballot-paper in the 
ballot-box.” 


Thus the ballot is absolutely secret, and 
it being impossible to ascertain how any 
man voted by subsequent examination. 

Each Elector shall vote at the Polling 
Station of the Polling District in which he 
is qualified to vote and no other.

Memphis Horrors. 


Life in the Camp—No Women 
Saved. 


The Subtlest Scourge Ever Known | 
—Heartrending and Dis- 
graceful Scenes, 


(From the Louisville Courier Journal.) 


The following letter from a prominent 
citizen of Memphis to a commercial house 
in this city is exceedingly interesting, and 
contains some facts and topics wo have not 
seen claewhere :— 

Camp Jo Williams, Four and a Half 
Miles South, Sept. 1, 12 Midnight—Messrs. 
Cornwall & Bro.:—I have yours of the 3Ist 
with check for $25, which will be used for 
milk for the little ones of this camp, You 
Were exceedingly thoughtful. 

Wo have had 4 trying and desperate fight 
with the fover at this camp, but I begin to 
feel we have conquered. You can form no 
idea of the distress. Women in childbirth, 
surrounded by little ones, quartered in 
tents, see one by one pass from their sight 
on to the hospital, thence to the grave. 
Soon tho babe is born, yellow as gold ; tho 
mother lingers a few duys, and then sho, 
the last of the household, is put under the 
ground. We saye no women Who are at- 
tacked. Yosterday 4 woman and two pretty 
danghters of 12 and 16 years walked from 
the train to my tent, and reported for as- 
signment to quarters. From my familiarity 
with the disease, I at once remarked :— 
“ Why, woman, your two girls have the 
fever,” The eldest ono’ said: “No, sir ; 
indeed, I never felt better in my life. I 
had a little chill yesterday, but am better 
now.” Her pulse showed 126, temperature 
104, eyes glassy, skin puffed, and the 
whole countenance a beautiful pink. In 
order to quiet and gratify the mother, I put 
upatent near mo for the night. Next 
morning J had them examined, and both 
were sent to the hospital, I was down 
there this noon. The mother is prostrate 
with nervous prostration, ‘and the children 
lie in the potter's field. 

Just now I toted a fellow to a tent near 
the hospital. 1 have had men hunting him 
allday. He has been dodging us. Ho 
swears nothing isthe matter with him. 
His pulse is 135 and temperature 106, He 
is literally burning up. e will be dead 
by noon to-morrow. 

There are fresh arrivals. We haye four 
hundred who have been out from the city 
sufficiently long to be rogarded safe. We 
are building houses and establishing a new 
camp, to which all who have been beyond 
the infected districts ten days will be re- 
moyed. If no more arrive, we will be able 
to say we have snatched from certain death 
four hundred and fifty-five souls. The 
caunp is laid out in streets, each tenement 
is numbered, and a complete register is

The thirty-second report of the British 
Commissioners in Lunacy shows that the 
number of “ registered lunatics, idiots,and 
persons of unsound mind in England and 
Wales” has increased from 34,762 to 68,- 


kept of every inmate. New arrivals occupy 
a street called Quarantine square. We 
have quartermaster, comYnissary, under- 
taker, physician, purveyor, and military 
ferce. We have a large warehouse and 
brick oven, soup house, and every appoint- 
ment the emergency suggests. 


This disease is yellow fever, or is,in fact, 
the malarial fever of this coast, intensified 
by the introduction of the germs of ship or 
Asiatic fever. It is the most subtile scourge 
the world has experienced, and bafiles all 
medical experience. A person of intel- 
ligence, when first attacked with the mal- 
arial symptoms, if he be\administered to at 
once with the usual treatment, wrapped 
up in blanketS aud nursed carefully, may 
pull through, None but the rich can in 
times like the presénf command special 
attention. Tho masses are treated by the 
wholesale, and all alike ; few recoyer. 

The first symptoms are heaviness and a 
slight chill, then suppressed urine, puffed 
face, glassy eyo, beautiful flushed skin, pink 
eyelids, pulse 120, temperature 103 to 106. 
Soon vomito begins, which is simplya slight 
hawking, sound and spitting of a coffee- 
ground substance from the stomach, which 
pinks to the bottom of the vessel. The pa- 
tient, after each emission, feels well, and 
wants to get up if allowed. No pain, no 
evidence of concern, either by look or ac- 
tion, The pulse begins to run down to 90, 
80, 70, 50, 40; then comes the pinched nos- 
tril and mechanical breathing. They sit up, 
want to get up; are induced to lie down, 
and quietly pass away. 

‘fhursday! night, as I was making the 
rounds, I saw a woman returning from the 
infirmary with a vial of medicine. [t was 
sprinkling a little. She went to her tent, 
lit a candle, and lay down. Ina few mo- 
ments I heard an alarm. Women and child- 
ren were running wild about that portion 
of the camp. I hastened there, when my 
eyes beheld q heart-rending sight, This 
woman's babe, nine months old, was crying 
on its mother’s breast, and she was dead. 
The child was cared for, the mother taken 
away, and the tent burned with its contents, 


No ono will do duty about the sick with- 
out pay. Nurses, graye-digger,carpentors, 
men to carry off sick and burn tents, and 
now tho yolunteer committees from the 
different wards demand compensation for 
their services. Tho doctors havo quarreled 
among themselves. Each has a theory 
or plan of guessing of his own. (Here an 
objurgation by the writer is omitted.) They 
refuse to work under a medical head, and 
will not report cases ; henco we know not 
the half of the sett We offered them 
$25 a day if they would organize, and they 
decline. I am urging the committee to 
appoint a director and telegraph for physi- 
cians, and ignore those who stand in the 
way of organization, 

Tho negroes, five thousand, are still in 
tho city. No appeal will drive them from 
the cortain death which awaits thom. The 

yest has gotton among them, and heaven 
only knows who will bury their dead. So 
long as thoy can draw rations they won't 
budge. Their loaders demand pay, and if 
their demands are not acceded to, they 
threaten to sack the town, I have urged 
the committee to call npon the Governor to 
establish martial law, build warehouses at 
points accessible to railroads, guard them, 
remove all provisions from tho city, and 
lot starvation and disease do thoir logitimate 
work. ‘Those are no times for sentiment 
on tho part of tho bravo, worn-out citizens’ 
committov. Choy munt preserve thoir 
organization and resources for the dosory- 
ing and subordinate classes, and lot tho

In a recent case it was al- 
leged that a widow had been kept in a pub- 
lic asylum for nearly ‘six years, and then 
remoyed toa private institution, the only 
sign of insanity being that she persisted in 
keeping by her the sum of £1,500, which 
her kind friends desired to get into their 
own hands. 


Mme, Quentin Proffit, «a matrimonial 


agent in Paris, lately sued Prince and 
Princess Galitzen for 6,000 francs, for try- 
ing to make a match lor their son and fail- 
ing. Her bill was :—Carriages, 452 francs- 
honorarium, 4,418 francs; total 6,000 
francs. The court thought it was toomuch, 
and allowed her only 600 francs.

Ateleven o'clock Dr, Stewart introduced 
the fraternal delegates from the M, E. Church 
of Canada, The credentials of the delegation 
were read and the address of the Conference 
was presented, after which

the Conference in a most cloquent manner, 
The sentiments expressed both in the docu- 
ment and addresses 1 forth repeated 
cheers from the Confere especially those 
which related to the unification of Method. 
ism. ; 

The President responded in his 
felicitous manner, 

Dr. Potts presented Dr, Kelly to the Pre- 
sident, who imformed the Conference that he 
was about to leave the city and must say a 
fow words of farewell, 

Dr, Kelly said that he had been much de- 
lighted at the kind manner in which he had 
been treated from the moment of his arrival 
in Montreal. He had felt himself perfectly 
at home and assured the Conference that all 
who coyld attend thenext General Conference 
of the Church South should receive a most 
hearty reception. “He would not say good- 
byo, but would rather use the Chinese sentence 
which means “wo shall mect to-morrow.” If 
thoy did not meet to-morrow in the literal 
sence, he hoped that they would all meet in 
the better world. 

The Prosident, in the name of the Confer- 
caco, said adieu to Mr. Kelly, and assured 
him that thoy all felt deeply attached to him 
and the Church which he represents and ox- 
pressed the hope that though he was the first 
delegate sent from the South to Canada he 
would not be tho last.

Don't Allow the Cows to Shrink. 

Tho, milk yielded by a cow represents the 
only basis of profit to her owner. When the 
milk ceases sho becomes a bill of expense. 
The dairyman then should study how! to 
keop ofall flow of milk through the whole 
season. Ho must remember that if the milk 
is allowed to shrink in quantity, from poor 
pasturago, it cannot be again recovered 
when the feed becomes good. — If the dairy 
man has groon food’—such as green. ogts, 
peaso or corn—let him feed these ; but, if 
he has not such green food, he should then 
resort to grain to make up a full ration. 
Four to eight quarts of bran or middlings 
to each cow per day, or four quarts of oats 
or corn meal, will keep the flow of milk 
whilo the grass is short The extra food 
will be paid for each day by the milk it 
produces, besides keeping up the quantity 
of milk ready to be continued when the 
grass grows again from fall rains. Whut

business, We know a man with twenty 
cows, who watches the condition of his 
pasture and the thrift and yield of his cows 
constantly, and adds extra foed in barn at | 
once onany appearance of falling off in 
milk. And the consequence is that his 
annual yield of milk is fifty per cent, more 
than many of his neighbors; while the 
cost of the extra food is not one-third what 
he receives from the extra yield for the 
season. Donot be afraid to trust your 
cows with afew quarts of grain per day. 
They will pay forit every night.—National 
Live Stock Journal.

president of the club, and that the sums 
contributed to the fund shall be carefully | 
weighed by him. Incase of the unavoid- | 
able absence of a member, he shall sond a} 
substitute. The second rule is that the 
borrower shall at each meeting pay back an 
instalment of the loan, with interest, ata 
rato por month previously agreed upon, The 
instalment shall be equal to the amount 
contributed by each individual to the fund 
in the first instance, the interest to be divid- | 
ed equally among the members of the club. | 
The third rule is that each momber shall | 
at each of the meetings contribute to the 
fund a sum equal to that which he con- 
tributed at the firat meeting ; that in order 
to give each an opportunity to borrow the 
collective amount thus formed, each shall 
deposit in a lottery box placed on the table 
a tender or bid, written in a legible hand, 
setting forth the additional rate of interest 
which he is disposed to pay on the amount | 
in question; that the tenders or ballots | 
shail be taken out of the box by the pre- | 
sident, andthe highest bidder takes the} 
| 


loan, Where two make a like}bid,the frst 
one bidding takes the loan. The fourth 
rule provides for a luncheon after the meet- 
ing, either at the president’s house or ata 
neighboringtavern,each member contribut- 
ing to the expense.

Table Refuse tor Poultry. 


First, a proper feeding-pail is an absolute 
necessity to successfully prepare the refuse 
of the table and kitchen, to make it proper 
food for fowls. Geta hard-wood pail, or 
ask your grocer fora hard-wood butter- 
firkin shaped like a pail. Cut a board to 
fit into the chine firmly on the bottom of 
of the pail, and thick enough to project an 
inch or more beyond the ends of the staves 
so that the pail may rest firmly on the bot- 
tom, instead of on the ends of the staves. 
Fasten itin place by a few nails driven 
through the staves into this falsw bottom, 


from bursting out the bottom of the pail 
by chopping init. If you cannot get a 
hard-wood pail, put anocher false bottom 
of hard-wood inside of a pine pail, nicely 
fitted and secured like the under one, 
Grind the edge of a common spade sharp 
and you have an admirable chopping-knife 
and Will be surprised to see how quickly 
you can chop fine all scraps and waste of 
every kind, cooked orraw vegetables, chicken 
bones,and everything except beef, pork or 
mutton bones. These save by thomselves and 
put into astock soup-kettlo, with all pieces of 
raw meat, or cheap meat from the market, 
and keep it on the kitchen stove as much 
of the day as you can induce your “ better 
half” to let it remain. After boiling sever- 
al days, some of these large bones will chop 
up fine with the other waste, and can be 
used as fast as they become soft. Chop up 
the waste each morning, adding meal and 
shorts enough for a breakfast for the flock 
Scald the whole with the soup from the 
stock-kettle, adding once each week one 
of the following articles for each twenty- 
five hens: One teapoonful pepper, six on- 
ions, one-half pint charcoal, one teaspoon- 
ful pure vinegar, and two tenspoonfuls of 
sulphur, etc. The above will produce a 
breakfast that will make your poultry- 
house and its occupants ‘as lively and 
musical as a first class opera house.—Ameri-

Bridge and Front Streots. The scene along tho 
route was picturesque and beautiful inthe ex- 
treme. What with the hundreds of torches light- 
ed up the night,the constant dischargo of fire- | 
works from the procession, the illumination | 
of a number of business housos and residoncos, 
the hearty cheers of the processionists and | 
many sympathizers notin the ranks, and tho | 
animation imparted to the event by thou- | 
sands of ladies and gentlemen who thronged 
tho sidewalks all along the route, the sight 
was one of the most brilliant and inspiring | 
ever socn in Belleville, An idea of the ex- | 
tent of the procession may be gathered from | 
the fact that it filled Front Street from the 
Lower to the Upper Bridge. Dospite the 
fact that the notice was so short, a number of 
Conservatives had illuminated their dwell- 
ings and places of business. Amongst those 
we observed Messrs. Pitceathley & Kelso's 
largo building on Bridge Street, which was 
lit up from floor to roof. The rooms of the 
Conservative Association were decorated with 
Chinese lanterns, Mrs. Wallbridge’s -esidence 
on Bridge Street waa illuminated, as were 
also those of Messrs, Thos. Wills, Goo. D. 
Dickson, John G, Moore, Maurice Ruckley, 
John A, Phippen, Mra. Herchimer, Dr. James, 
E, Phillpot, Wesley Bullen, Hugh Walker: 
Centre Block, J. A. Campion, J. W. Johnson, 
J. T, Lattimer, Jno, Hodge, J. Jenkins, Mr, 
Sintzel, and others, and the arch on Church 
Street was hung with Chinese lanterns, Mr. 
Bowell’s grounds wore beautifully lit up with 
Chinese lanterns, as were those of Mr, George 
Wallbridge, and Mr. Henry Corby's residence 
was illuminated, the effect in all cases being 
very fine, 

At Mr. Bowell’s the procession was joined 
by Mr. T. C. Wallbridge’s carriage with two 
outriders, in which were seated Messrs. M. 
Bowell,member elect for North Hastings, Mr, 
John White and the Hon. Lewis Wallbridge, 
who were greeted with hearty cheers, a 
round of which were also given to Mr, 
Corby, as one of the old, faithful ond pro- 
minent adherents of the party. 

Arrived at the market square, Messrs, 
Bowell, Wallbridge and White, accompanied 
by a number of their most active supporters, 
ascended the steps on tho cast end of the 
market building, and the people haying 
gathered there, filling the vast square, the 
proceedings were began by =| 

Mr, Evcene McManoy, who stated that 
in the absence of the President of the Liberal 
Conservative Association, ho as one of the 
Vice-Presidents, had been called upon to pre- 
side. He would first introduce to them Mr, 
Bowell, the member elect for North Hastings 
and coming Minister of Militia, (Loud cheers, )

The Princess Alice, 


She Went Down In an Instant 
With Her fight Hundred. 


Thrilling Account of This Fright- | 
ful Disaster. | 
(Correspandence of the N.Y. Times.) | 


Lonpon, Sept. 3.—The Princess Alico 
returned after a successful and pleasant day, | 
It was about eight o'clock when she was off 
North Woolwich. The band was playing | 
anda number of the excursionists were 
singing. Some of the childen were asleep | 
in their mothers’ arms. Most of the pas- 
sengers were on deck. Many were, how- 
eyer, below in tho saloon. Suddenly, 
at the bend of the river known as Trip- 
cock’s Point, the iron screw collier Bywell 
Oastlo appeared. Fate had started the | 
great, ugly yeasel on its diabolical mission. 
** Hi! where are you coming to?” shouted 
the captain of the Princess Alice. There 
was no time for reply, no time for precau- 
tions. Tho collier crashed into the passen- 
ger steamer amidships, and literally cut her 
in two, The scence which followed is beyond 
Sescriphicn, The passengers who were not 
immediately overwhelmed crowded the 
stern of the stricken vessel, which, how- 
ever, at once keéled over and went down, 
From 700 to 800 men, women and children 
wero thrown into the river, some engulfed 
with the ship, others struggling with the 
tide. ‘I saw what was coming,” said one 
poor fellow whom I talked with at the 
sceno of the wreck ; *‘ I saw it, but I’d no 
idea we should be cut down as if we were 
tinder, though I made a leap for it a second 
or #o after we were struck, and soon found 
myself in the midst of hundreds of 
shricking and drowning people. I tried 
to save a woman, but we got separat- 
ed, and I was nearly drowned by a man 
who got hold of my arm. Some had got 
hold of ropes they threw to them 
out of the collier steamer, and were crying 
‘Mercy!’ ‘Save me!’ ‘Lord save me!’ I 
pushed a life buoy to a child anda woman, 
who were just going down with it, but it 
was dark, and I only saw them by some 
light ; I don’t know where it came from, 
and then it seemed dark altogether; I 
think I got funked, and I was picked up. 
But of all the heartrending scenes the first 
part—when the steamer wont down—I 
shall remember to my dying day.” A few 
peat managed to scramble on board the 
Bywell Castle.

DRAMATIC 


AND TRAGIC INCIDENTS. 

As I walked home in the evening, taking 
around-about cut from an underground 
station, I met the Treasurer of the Savage | 
Club. “I haye just passed a hotel,” he 
said “in Camden Town, belonging to which 
father, mother and five children have been 
drowned in the Princess Alice. Two of my 


| children were to have gone down with a 


friend on that excursion. A governess with 
her school class are lost, and a poor old 
lady who was taking out some female pen- 
sioners for a day's outiug. It brings it 
home to us, these calamities so near to 
London.” Ltoldhim I had just been 
talking to Burnand, of Punch, who was in 
the train following that which was wreck- 
ed at Sittingbourne, and that if I had ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit Albery, who 
is staying at Ramsgate, I should have re- 
turned to London, most probably, by the 
fatal train, Many who are in town just 
now have had escapes more or less, for 
Ramsgate is a favorite resort, and lots of 
men slip on board these Thames steamers 
forablow. “I might have been on board 
that steamer,” said an artist, ‘but it was a 
little late, and seemed very full, and I con- 
cluded to go the other way, and spent the 
afternoon at Kew.” I gather the follow- 
ing incidents from the journals: The first 
picture of the spot half an hour after the 
calamity was Bad enough. ‘Some half 
dozen women are wrapped in blankets be- 
fore the fire in the Steam Packet kitchen, 
and about a dozen who were supposed to 
have gone to their homes by rail composed 
the full roll of survivors that could be ac- 
counted for, Tho dead are being brought 
in, men, women, and little children, to 
to the board-room of the Steamboat Com- 
pany, on Roff’s wharf, which is turned into 
a temporary mortuary,and the gas is lighted

‘eck, another passenger steamer, came up, 
and the work of rescue began; but the 
tide had carried off scores of drowning and 
drowned ; many had gone down with the 
vessel, and of those which the boats now 
commenced now to bring ashore, more 
were dead than living. ‘“* It's astonishing,”

poor creatures were gone. They cried out 
at first, but they were soon still. It was 
awful soon that we only heard our own 
voices. For you see, sir, a great many of 
them was women and children, and the 
mothers would cling to the little ’uos, and 
so as a matter of fact they’d drown each 
other, One of the women as was saved 
said she had her child in her arms the 
minute before, andit was washed away. 
There's gents as has lost their wives and 
children, and wives as has lost their hus- 
bands and little ‘uns ; there’s farailies as 
have gone down together ; there’s some as 
is divided, half saved, half drowned. One 
man has lost all his family, and vice versa, 
so has one woman ; it’s most awful and pe- 
culiar how the misfortune’s worked ; and 
I don't know who's most to be pitied, 
them as is gone, or them as is 
left behind. I never seo so much crying 
and praying and misery, and never hope 
to again.” The strong fellow turned to 
get into his boat again, heaving a sigh as 
he went, and then dropping down stream 
joined the other craft in the search for 
dies. The Chance barge was lying near 
the scene of the collision. The Captain's 
name is Handley. Questioned about the 
catastrophe, his story was to this effect : 
“ Tt was 7:45, as near as I can make out. 
I heard an awful crash, then screams and 
shouting and cries of ‘Help, Help!’ Look- 
ing out I saw that there had been a col- 
lision. Iput out a boat, and with my 
mate, Wm. Robinson, rowed to the spot. 
There was light enough here and there to 
see what was going on from the ships and 
other lights about, and the’ river was full 
of heads, most of them women’s, their hair 
streaming in the water. There were more 
women than men ; some of them were 
screaming, some drowning, flinging up their 
arms and going down ; others wereclinging 
to seats and other things afloat. A gentle- 
man grabbed our boat, We dragged him 
in. ‘Twenty pounds to save my life! 
shouted another. The money made no dif- 
ference to us it was first come first saved. 
We got hold of him,but ho was very heavy. 
As wo pulled him in two boys floated past, 
and they were close to us, looking 80 ap- 
pealing and scared, We wero soon after 
them and got them into the boat, Thon 
the daughter of the Buyerintandent of the 
boat company,. we seized her and soon had 
her aboard ; but our boat was too small ; 
we could haye done more good, ever 80 
much, if wo had hada large boat. Wo 
were too full now, so we mado for | 
shore, but two women came along and 
after a good deal of tugging we hauled 
the poor creatures in, They were woll 
dressed—gold watches and chains hanging | 
to them—but, poor things, they wore dead; | 
so wo pulled in with the quick and the dead | 
and had to bail out, 1 can tell you, and it's 
a mercy we hadn't sunk with our load. 
When the news was published in London 
this morning it was reported by the jour- 
nals that the Bywoll Castle had gone on 
after the collision, and had rendered no as- 
sistance. Tho Captain's name excited a 
howl of execration among tho excited poo- | 
sowhore, though | 
many quiet, sober river-sido men simply 
said they didn’t bolieve it, and whon the 
Jater editions camo out, the question of 
what the colliding vossol did was troatod 
doubtfully. Inquirios at Woolwich among 
tho survivors, however, soon ro-ostablishod 
tho reputation of the Tyneside captain, | 
who is spoken of by many of tho savod ns | 
having done all he could. 

Tho Princess Alico has no log-narrative | 
of the businoas, and hor captain went down 
with his ship; ‘but one of his officers, nam- 
od Rand, mado tho following statement ;— 
«We woro on the top of Halfway Reach 


in the Town Hall, to receive more of 
these ghastly tenants if need be. But 
even of the recovered dead there are 
not many, only a score or so, all told. The 
door of the scanty board-room is almost 
covered with the bodies, and stretchers are 
being brought up from the Duke of Teck 
and the small boats, and all the police of 
taying the corpses “in order, putany" indds 
on their breasts and doing what little that 
is to be done when all are impatient to ‘do 
much. Outside the board-room window is 
a balcony upon which lay as in repose the 
bodies of three or four little children, mere 
babes. The majority of the dead are 
women.” The captain is lost,the chief en- 
gifteer and a vast majority of the passen- 
ers. Mr.Towse, the Superintendent of the 
Company’s fleet, was on board with his 
wife and five or six children, but went 
on shore at Gravesend. The body of his 
wife isone of those broughtlifeluss to Wool- 
wich, and all the children are drowned ex- 
cept the young lady who was saved by the 
boat of the Chance barge as previously 
narrated. Alexander Law,one of the saved 
at the critical moment, ran to a young lady 
to whom he was engaged to be married and 
took her on his shoulder, being a good 
swimmer,and jumped overboard and swam 
tothe shore, ‘But as I was swimming,” 
he said,‘‘my poor gal slipped off and I lost 
her, though I dived for her, the tide wad so 
strong. I caught hold of a Mr, Talbot, how- 
ever justas he was sinking, and saved 
him.” One young woman,now at the work- 
house, says that Her baby was washed out 
of her arms, and she lost her husband 
and three little ones. One man reached the 
north shore with a life-buoy round him. He 
states that he jumped overboard, after tell- 
ing his wife to throw their childron and 
jump after him, but he lost themall. On 
later inquiries respecting the ‘‘governess 
from Queen's college, who took seven 
young ladiesont for the day,she,it appears, 
is saved,the others are dead.” Harry Tot- 
man says : “It came on like that, (expres- 
sively waving his hands,) and then you 
could héar the timber crunch up together. 
As the ship camo oyer us it looked higher 
than the ceiling (about 20 feet,) In five 
minutes there was not a particle Lott of our 
boat, beyond a few pieces, floating in the 
water. 1 owe my life for catching hold _of 
a life-buoy that was thrown from tho By- 
well Castle, I do not think they launched 
their boats for five minutes. When I was 
picked up I saw a lot of people clinging to 
the ropes, and thoy took somo of them in. 
W. Pittivent says ; ‘‘Secing what was the 
matter I made a dive into the water, and 
on coming up to the surface swam to the 
side of the screw steamer and got hold of 
a rope, to which three girls and a young 
man were already clinging. Tho girls were 
crying out, ‘Lord Jesus, save us !' As wo 
looked up tho side of the ship we saw some 
one, as we thought, about to lot go the 
ropes, and we cried out to them not to do 
it. Itwasaterriblomoment for us, but 
we tried to encourage the girls to boar up, 
and presently a little boat camo and picked 
us up, also a littlo child. I cannot aay who 
the latter belonged to or whothorit was 
drowned.” ‘(In three or four minutes, 
says H. Drow, whowte cheoks aro wot with 
toars. ‘tho vossol went down. My wifo 
and threo children wero on board, but I 
don't know what bocamo of thom, I sup- 
,080 they were drowned. (Horo the poor 
Fallow burst into tears.) I had hold of a 
piece of wood, which I pushed before mo

I do not find any indication of thera being 
any Americans on board, though just now 
many are passing through London. A 
Liverpool shipper whom I met here this 
evening says 50,000 passengers from America 
havearrived in that port this season,a groater 
number than has ever been carried in the 
same time before. It is said that many of 
them have left Paris and are finishing their 
holidays at English watering-places.

Mr. Laflamme, of doubtful reputation, 
Mr. Mackenzie's Minister of Justice, who 
is now reported as having been elected by 
a majority of 16, appears to have boen at 
his old tricks, The Montreal Star of Thurs- 
day say’ 

“Mr, Girouard went to St. Annes last night 
to enquire into an electoral fraud committed 
at poll No, 2, In 1876 Mr. Laflammo had 12 
votes majority over Mr, Girouard in this poll. 
On the lat of May last tho votes were equally 
divided between Mr, LeCavalier and Mr, St. 
Pierro, and about the samo result was expect- 
od for the voting of yestorday. However, the 
result of tho ballot-box showed that only four- 
teen votes were polled for Mr, Girouard, 
giving 105 majority for Laflamme in this poll 
only, Forty-one electors who voted at this 
poll have made a solomn declaration under the 
statute that they voted for Mr, Girouard.

THR COUNTEK-INTRIGUES OF BNOLAND AND 
RUSSIA «AT CABUL—THE BRITISH 
EXPEDITION, 


Gen. Sir Nevilie Chainberlain is expected 
to arrive at Simla on Friday next, and will 
there await the Amoors reply to the propo- 
sal to receive an English mission at Unbul. 
The escort of the mission will consist of 
throe hundred sabres, Colonel Jenkins will 
command the Guides Cavalry and Major 
Prinsop tho Bengal Cavalry. The attitude 
of sulky hostility which the Ameer has now 
for so long maintained toward the Indian 
Government renders the despatch of this 
mission vory critical, and imperatively re- 
quires that the negotiations which it is now 
attempted to re-open should bo handled 
with the utmost delicacy and circumspec- 
tion. Our policy for some considerable 
timo past has been to torce the Ameer, by 
stopping his subsidy,to sue for the favor of 
the fndlan Government, and to endeavor 
to coerce him to seek British protection 
againat imminent Russian aggrossion. Thia 

nolicy, however, has proved a hopeless 
failure, partly fromthe intonsely bitter foo!- 
ings of personal animosity entertained by 
the Ameer toward tho British Government 
and partly from the growing boliof that the 
power of Russia in Central Asia ia invinci- 
le to Orietnal military chiefs like the 
Ameor. ‘Tho poacoful, passive and absolu- 
tely non-aggressive policy of the British 
Government is unintelligible except on the 
supposition of waning power; while in 
Russia, on the other hand, is witnessed a 
daily advance of military power in Central 
Asia, which crushes under ita iron heel 
every show of attompt at opposition to its 
onward march of conquest. 

In these circumstances it is not wonder- 
ful that the Ameor should elect to throw in 
his lot with Russia, from whom he has 
everything to foar and, according to Rus- 
sian persuasion, everything to hope in the 
futuro from the destruction of British rule 
in India, rather than seck an alliance with 
the Indian Government, which he has ceas- 
od to fear, and from which he believes he 
has nothing to hope. Tho reception fin 
open durbar of the Russian envoy, with the 
possibility of a permanent resident being 
fixed in Cabul, and the still further proxi- 
mate possibility of British India being 
flooded with agents disseminating disaffec- 
tion at the various feudatory courts, excit- 
ing suggestions for native aggrandizement, 
and hatching schemes aimed at the des- 
truction of British power, render an ab- 
solute change of policy an immediate ne- 
cessity. Yet a departure from the policy 
by which we have endeavored to starve the 
Ameer into amiable submission cannot but 
be deemed the confession of a rather 
humiliating failure. Tho Ameer has com- 
pletely beaten us. So far from coming in 
to sue for British protection and British 
favor, he has,by adroitly playing off Russia 
upon us, forced the Indian Government to 
descend from the lofty pinnacle of con- 
temptuous reserve from which they have so 
long observed him, and compelled them to 
invite him once again to open friendly re- 
lations with them. It is humiliating 
for a second reason—namely, that it isa 
direct confeasion that we have been 
out-diplomatized by Russia, and 
the fact of our mission following in the 
wake of, instead of preceding, the Russian 
visit can only bear one interpretation to

the desipn is to fit one for life, that means the 
work of life; that means vigor, endurance, » 
maintenance of the right adjustment between 
a boy’s or girl's physical, intellectual and more 
al self. It is the wholeness of the thing that 
js sent to school, Unless this fact ia compre 
hended and attended to—not camally, bat es- 
sentially— here is training for unfitness. 

Great risks and great exposures to the body 
are involved in sending a child to school, It 
may mean merely such mind work as is too 
much of a tax upon tho brain and nervous 
system, It often means indigestion, from a 
hurried lunch at noon ora fast untill 2 o'clock. 
It often involves sitting in constrained posi 
tions too lony, too close continement in ill 
ventilated or iil-heated roome, and other ex- 
periences inimical to vigorous growth. A ro- 
cent book saya the first right ofa child at 
school is to feel happy. One element 1n_ this 
is loft out if the couditions aro not such as 
favor his good health, Indisposition is a word 
of double meaning. That: of tho mind and 
temper are affected by that of the body. 

The aro most cogent reasons why children 
at school should bo so provided for as that all 
their surroundings tend to a comfortable phys- 
ical condition. Simon, spenking of artisans, 
says “‘thatit is ther right that whatdver 
work their employer asscwbles them to do 
should, as fai as is in his power, be divested 
of all unhealthy circumstances.” It ina poor 
charity, and a poor economy, too, for the 
State to present to all its children a free-

There is no surer sign of an unmanly and

We would not inculcate the 
pride of personal independence, which, in its 
sensitivencss,rep+ls the good offices of friends, 
What we condeunin a young man is the 
habit of dependence which makes him anxious 
to accept as a favor those things which he 
might readily acquire by his own industrial 
exertions. A man who willingly reccives ase 
sistance, especially ifhe has applied for it, 
invariably sells him self to his benefactor,

When o young man has ascortained the 
fact that he koowa nothing, and that the 
world cares nothiug abont him, that his suc.

Politeness. 

Tf, as the poot says, ‘* beauty wins without 
an offort,” it may be said of politencss:that it 
wins with very little effort, Politenoss is 
worth cultivating, if only for the sake of pol- 
ivy. In every business it attracts and allures, 
whilo a rnde manver repels, and often drives 
away trade. Expecially may this be said of 
any business which depends for succees on 
the custom of ladies.

While politences is inherent with some, tho 
majority require that it should be taught 
them, along with other good lessons, while 
they are young.

HOUSES, WHARVES, “S{UPPING AND CROPS 
DESTROYED—MEN, WOMEN, AND CHILD- 
REN SWEPT OUT To SBA—THX COFFEE 
AND COCOA CROPS RUINED. 

New York, Sept, 22,—Advices from Hayti 
report terrible destruction hy a tornado’ and 
partial tidal wave on the ard, 4th, and Sth of 
September. At Jacmel several warehouses 
were swopt away with their contents, several 
dwellings and a public Hall demolished, two 
wharves were awept away, and five vessels 
wrecked, including the Dominican frigate 
Ozema, At Auxcayes 434 houses wore de. 
struyed. The Gambéan bridge, military 
headquarters, court honse, school house, 
arsenal, and prison were destroyed, and all 
tho roads are filled with broken trees and 
debris, Several lives were lost and many 
persons wounded. 

At Tobeck, Port Salut, St. Louis, and 
Cayilion the tornado tore the houses to pieces, 
and the sca rished into the market place, 
Five bodies have been found. At Aquin only 
forty houses remain, At Jeremie twenty 
houses were swept out to sea, At Carail 
forty houses were destroyed. ‘The distress in 
the country is fearful, as the crops and roads 
are entirely destroyed, Letter to business 
houses in this city states that the destruction 
of the coffee crop is almost complete. A Jam.

PROVINOIAL EXHIBITION. 


(From Our Own Correspondent) 
Toronto, Sept, 23. 

o Tho thitty-thied Provincial Exhibition 

of the Province of Ontario nominally opens 

to-day, but in fact will bo formally opened 

by His Excellency tho Governor General 

at 2p. m. to-morrow. 

Hin Excellency arrived-in Toronto at 11 
p. m. on Saturday, and proceeded to the 
Queen's Hotel. Yostorday afternoon he 
,| walked out alone the Exhibition 
Grounds. 

The new Exhibition buildings 
grounds, when completed, will bo a credit 
to the Proyince of Ontario as well as to 
the city of Toronto. The beauty of the 
situation and the location-could not be sur- 
passed, and the building would havo done 
no discredit to the Centennial. 

As-there-is-nothing to say regarding the 
exhibits as yot, a short doscription of the 
buildings and grounds will bo in place. A 
lease for 099 years of 60 acres of the Gar- 
rison Reserve of Toronto at a nominal 
reptal was obtained by the city from the 
Government. The location is on the shore 
of the lake opposite the western entrance 
to the ‘harbor, where a magnificent view 
of the water can be obtained and aelight- 
ful breeze can always be enjoyed, It is 
scarcely four months since work was .com- 
meneed, bunt so well and thoroughly has it 
been done that everything wili be in readi- 
ness for the formal opening to-morrow. 

THE MAIN BUILDING 
is built after the style of the main building 
at the Contennial,and is exceedingly grace- 
ful and stately in its appearance. 
ia such that ita dimensions can be enlarged 
without marring the architectural effect, 
which is exceedingly fine. Its extent from 
east to west is 202 feet and from north to 
south 213 feet. The heigh fromthe ground 
to the top of the dome will be 155 feet ; 
to the top of the flag staff, 185 feet. Tho 
beauty of the exterior is fully equalled by 
the graceful proportions of the interior, 
whose stately arches and crystal domes ex- 
cite admiration in all beholders. The Art 
gallery occupies a section by itself on the 
floor of the building, and is admirably 
adapted to the purpose, for which it is in- 
tended, Two tiers of galleries extend all 
around the bnilding. The nomenclature of 
the Centennial is, naturally enough, adopt- 
ed here. The building next in importance 
to the main building is 
MACHINERY HALL, 
which is 202 feet in length by 72 in width. 
It is built of wood, iron and glass and is 
surmounted by a very handsome tower. 
Two aisles extend from one end of the 
building to the other and three cross aisles 
from each side. The motive power will be 
furnished by a Corliss engine and a sixty 
horse-power boiler. At former exhibitions 
the accommodation for machinery was very 
poor, but in the provision here made there 
is nothing further to be desired.

BY-LAW No, 421. 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1878, 


PasseD 19th September, 1878, 


W HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal puc- 

poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
and the Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar : 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts as follows :— 


1, Items of toxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall te DUE 
and PAYABLE onthe TWENTIETH day 
of OCTOBER next after the passage hereof, 


3. lt shall be the duty of the Treasurér to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By Law, andit is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-law may be made 
to the Treasurer of tho City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the ye rat any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of Ovtobor without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assosament levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twenticth day of December next, after 
the go hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors Spread 
for tho year immediately after the said rover- 
al days appointed for payment as aforesaid 
to collect at onco under the provisions of che 
statutes in that behalf all such taxcs or in- 
stalments of taxes, rates and assessments as 
have not been paid on or before the sail se- 
veral days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, together with the said percentage charge 
of three per cent upon the amount of eve 
such unpaid tax, rate or asscasment, if said 
per centage chargo be then payable, giving in 
no case a longer grace than ten days Bro 
vided that nothing herein contained shall af 
fect or di ish the right of any Collector 
cr Collectors appointed for tho year, 
in every case where ho may consider it 
expedient after proper demaod bas been 
made to proceed at any time before tho said 
several days appointed for payment as afore: 
said, with the Collection of any taxes by dia 
tress aud sale, under the provisions of the As- 
cae Law relative to Collectors and their 
duties,

Mulk and its Proservation 


Tho following paragraphs aro takou from 
a carefully compilod and collated article on 
the chemieal facta relating to milk, pub- 
lished inan English paper 

Cow's milk, of average quality, contoins 
from «0 12 por cont, of solid matter when 
evaporated to drynoss by steam heat, and 
has.a.moanspe ge: of 1,080 ;-whilethat of 
tho skimmed silk is about 1.035, ; and of 
tho cream, 10244, (Ura) Tho » 
cream of cow’s milk contains 4.5 per cent 
of butter, 3.6 per cent, of cu and 92 por 
cont. of whoy.  (Borzelius.) 
milk consists of water, 92.9 per cunt 
tio acid, lactate of potassa, anda trace of 
lactate of iron, 6 por cent. ; chloride of 
potassiam, phosphate of potassa, and oarthy 
shosphates (lime), .2 per cont. (Bergelius:) 
Dortoctly frosh milk is slightly alkalino, but 
goon becomes acid on exposure to the air, 
and aftera timo white cc la of cascine 
(curds) separate from it. fhis change ia 
immediately effucted by the addition of 
rennet oranacid, That feom tho first, 
whon dried and pressed, constitutes choose. 

Tho common frauds practiced by milk 
doalers aro the addition of water and tho 
subtraction of part of the cream. Some 
times potato starch is added to tho milk,to 
give itacreamy or rich appearance, and 
this addition is still more frequently made 
to cream, to increase its consistence and 
quality. Tho prosence of potato starch 
muy be determined by, boiling” come of the 
rollk’ with a little vinegar, and, aftorisepa- 
rating the coagula by a strainer and allow- 
ing the liquid to become cold, testing it 
with solution or tincture of iodine. If it 
turns blue, starch, flour, Or some other am- 
ylaceous aubstance, has been used to adal- 
torate it, In most cases it will be sufticient 
to apply tho test to the unprepared suspect- 
od milk. It has frequently been stated that 
chalk, plaster of Paris, gum,_gelatine, su- 
gar, ‘Your, mucilageof-hemp--seed,, ther 
brains of animals, and other similar sub- 
stances, are often added to London milk, 
but there is no reason to suppose there is 
truth in these assertions, a8 some of these 
articles are too costly to be used, and the 
presence of others would so alter the favor 
oF appeatance of the milk,or would so Boon 
exhibit themselves by subsidence, as to lead 
totheir detection, 


Milk may be preserved in stout. bottles 
well corked and wired down, by heating 
them, in this state to a boiling point, in a 
Wwatér bath, by which moans the oxygen of 
tho small’ quantity of inclosed air becomes 
absorbed, It must be afterward stored in 
a cool situation, By this mothod, whigh is 
also extensively adopted for the preserva- 
tion of green fruits, vegetables, etc., milk 
willretain its properties unaltered for ydars. 
A fow gains of carbonate of magnesia, or 
still better, of bicarbonate of potassa or 
soda, may bo advantagoously dissolved in 
each bottle before corking it. Under Both-

andy when cold, strongly charged with ¢ar- 
bonie acid gas, by means of a soda-wa4ter 
machine, and the corks are wired down’ in 
the usual manner, The bottles should, be 
kept inverted in a cool place, ; 

-An oxgellent method of preventing milk 
from turning sour, or coagulating; is to 
add to every pint of it abouf ten or twelve 
gtains of carbonate or bicarbonate of soda. 
Milk thus prepared may be kept from cight 
to ten days in temperate weather.” This 
addition is harmloss, and, indeed, is ad- 
vantageous to dyspeptic patients. Accord- 
ing to D'Arcot, 1-2000th part of the birar- 
bonate is sutficiont for the purpose. An 
excess of Alkali used in*this manner may 
be detected by the milk turning turmetic 
paper brown, even after it has been kept 
some hours, and by the ash obtained by 
evaporating a little to dryness, and then 
heating it to dull redness, offervescing with 
an acid, 

Milk Powder.—1. Fresh skimmed milk, 
1 gallon ; carbonate of seda(in very fine 
powder), 1} dr. ; mix, evaporate to one- 
third by the heat of steam or a water bath, 
with constant agitation ; then add of pow- 
dered white sugar, 34 Ibs., and complete 
the evaporation at a Feduced temperaturo ; 
reduced the dry mass td’ powder, add tho 
cream (well drained) which was taken froin 
the milk, and after thorough admixture 
put the whole into well stoppered bottles 
or tins, which must be at once hermeti- 
cally scaled. 

2. Carbonate of soda. 4 dr. ; water, 1 fl. 
02. ; dissolve ; add of fresh milk, 1 quart ; 
sugar, 1 lb. ; reduce it by heat to the con- 
sistonce of syrap, and finish the evaporation 
on plates by exposure in an oven. 

About an ounce of the. powder agitated 
with a pint of water forms an agreeable 
and nutritious drink, and a good substitute 
for milk at sea.

Storing Potatoes, 


Every method has beon tried by farmers 
to_store.and. preserve their— potatoes 
through winter, and we may say until 
potatoes come again. It is the most vValu- 
able of all vegetables, though hero and 
there we finda writer who undertakes to 
tell us it is universally consumed in all 
civilized countries, as where it cannot be 
grown it is imported, which cap be done 
ong distances without injury, when venti- 
lation is attached to, In storing potatoos 
several methods aro adopted, yet they are 
all practually the same, the object being to 
protect them against freezing, whether 
buriediin pits or stored “in cellars.) ‘The 
first consideration is to keep them “in pers 
fect darkness ; the next is, that the bins 
should not be too deep —not over three feet 
—to produce warmth and to cause them to 
sprout. Whon stored in the field, atraight 
trenches are dug, say twenty feet in length 
and four or five feet wide, which are filled 
to the depth of three feet with potatoes, 
then well covered with straw, on top of 
which puteighteen or twenty inches of earth. 
In a pit twenty feet long there should be 
about three gas escapes or ventilation open- 
ings, which should be plagged with straw 
and covered with a board set at an angle to 
the rain. If in collars, barns or otherwise, 
the bins should be covored with rugs, old 
carpeting or straw. Those intended for 
late spring sales shoald be frequently ox- 
amined and all sprouts removed, for us soon 
asa potato begins to sprout it losos its 
solidity, dryness and quality.

What will the Government Do? 


Tho great question of tho day continues 


to be, What will the Government do—will 
thoy resign so soon as the result of all the 
elections has been declared 1 will thoy call 
Parliament together at an early day, take 
the senso of tho people's representatives 
‘and retire on a formal vote of want of con- 
fidence ? or will thoy hold on to power un- 
til the regular timo for tho assembling of 
Parliament and then quietly allow thom- 
selves to bo turned out of their offices ? 
‘All three of these courses are open tothem; 
tho first being more nearly in accordance 
with the practice of late years, the second 
boing held by so eminent o writer on 
constitutional questions as Mr. Todd to be 
tho correct course, whilst the third would 
he, to say tho least, a defiance of precedent 
which would excite the indignation of the 
people to a degreo which Mr, Mackenzio 
and hia colleagues, condemned as they can- 
not deny they have been by tho electorate, 
would not care to face, We therefore dis- 
miss this contingency as unlikely to occur, 
and will briefly consider the two romaining 
contingencies. 

Taking them in an order inverse to that 
jn which they aro stated, we find that Mr. 
Todd writes thus on the point ix his ‘‘Par- 
liamentary Government in England,” 
which work is accepted as very high au- 
thority :— “é 

“The verdict of the country having been pro- 
nounced against Ministers at a gencral election, 
it is, nevertheless, competent for them. to re- 
main in office until the new Parliament has mot, 
‘and given a definite decision upon the merits ; 
forthe liouse of Commons is the legitimate 
‘onzan of the people, whose opinions cannot be 
constitutionally ascertained except through 
their representatives in Parliament. It 1s 
n , however, and according to precedent, 
that the new Parliament should bo called to 

gether without delay, 

“Under such circumstances, it is usual to 
take the earliest opporiunity to obtain a decis- 
fve vote upon the fate of a Ministry. A s 

- able occasion is afforded by the Address in 
answer to the Speech from the Throne, to which 
anamendment may be moved, to declare that 
the advisers of the Crown do not possess the con- 
fidence of the House. ‘I'he motion, if agreed to, 
will lead to an immediate resignation of the 
Ministry.” 

An eminent constitutional authority, 
writing in the Fortnightly Review, also says 
on the same point ;— 

"The fiction that the House of Commons is a 
freely deliberating assembly, judging after de- 

on merits of the qnestion 

it, is a sconvenient . and 

one. It is vital indeed to Parli ment- 

ary rule, Simply to count up the election re- 
turns, and to forecast future votes by reference 
to party organization and candidature is to 
make a dangerous approach to the plebicitary 

system of government, It is desirable that a 

Ministry, presumably defeated at the polling 

booths, should meet the House of Commons, to 
which it is immediately responsible. and should 
keop and lay down office at its direct bidding. 

It is the duty of the head of a Government to 

dicate ita measures and policy before the Par 
iament, and in justifying its-conduct in the 
past, to indicate for the party which it repre- 
sents the principles by which it will be guided, 
and the application which it will make of tho 
principles in the future.’” 


Accepting this doctrine as correct, there 
are yet several reasons why it should be 
departed from in the present instance. In 
the first place, Mr. Mackenzie has the pre- 
cedents set by Lord Beaconsfield in 1867 
and by Mr. Gladstone in 1874, both of 
whom resigned the seals of office without 
waiting for a formal vote of want of con- 
fidence in the House of Commons. True, 
this action may not have beenin accordance 
with previous practice ; but the British 
coustitution is something which is clastig 
enough to bear even avery great strain 
when necessary, and at the same time suf- 
ficontly plastic to take its form froin the 
Tequirements of the times. As Tennyson, 
the great poet laureate, tells us in one of 
his most admired numbers, British free- 
dom isa thing which , 

“ Broadens slowly down 
4” — From precedent to precedent,” 
and precedents set by snch eminent states- 
men as Earl Beaconsfield and Mr. Glad- 
stone are not to be lightly disregarded or 
slightingly condemned. 

In the seoond place, were Parliament 
called together within the next fow weeks 
no business could be done,as so soon as the 
existing Government was yoted out of of- 
fico, an adjournment would necessarily 
have to take place, in order that the newly 
created Ministers should return to their 
constituents for re-election ; and then they 
would reqnire time to meet and develop 
their policy. So that the calling of Parlia- 
ment merely in order to formally depose 
the members of the Mackenzie Government 
from the positions which they hold would 
{nvolye an utterly useless expenditure of 
half a million of dollars or thereabouts, in 
order that the defeat of the Government, 
which is known to all, might be formally 
made known. These considerations should, 
wo think, be conclusive against tho holding 
of any meetiag of Parliament during the 
presont Autamn, 

Then as to thereasons why Mr. Mackenzie 
should resign so soon at least as the official 
returns havo been received froi all the 
Provinces; These aro partly given above, 
namely that he hod precedents recently 
set him for doing no by the most eminent 
Conservative statesman and the greatest 
Liberal who has ruled in Great Britain for 
& number of yoars; that to take the form- 
al vote? Parliament would cause a vast 
and wabless expenditure ; and that to hold 
office until the opening of the regular sess- 
ion of the legislative body would be inex 
pedient, if not a direct violation of the 
constitution, and at the samo timo an act 
of a highly unpopular nature, 

Tho. peoplo wish to soo fair play in so 
gravo a matter. Tho policy which has 
been outlined by the Conservative loadors, 
and of which tho electors hayo expressed 
their approval by an overwhelming major- 
ity, requires mature consideration for its 
dovelopment before it can bo placed before 
Parliament, and unless Sir John Macdon- 
ald and the gentlemen who will form his 
eAministratior bo given timo to maturo

tor as the readjustment of tho tariff of this 
country will not have been given them. It 
was not thus that Mr, Mackenzie was hin- 
dored at tho outset, and we boliove that if 
ho doos not follow out the precedents rot 
for his guidance by Earl Beaconsfield and 
Mr. Gladstono,ho will find that,widespread 
and deop as is his unpopularity as an ad- 
ministrator of the affaira of the country, 1t 
will be largely added to by any attempt to 
pursue a factions course and to obstruct 
the dosires of the people.

Tho Beheading of Hoedel 


A DARBAROUS RXEGUTION IN GERMANY IN 
THE MEDIARVAL MODE 


A Borlin correspondent of the New York 
World writes as follows :— | 
Tho scaffold was erected in the prison 
yard, whore about fifty persons, magis 


trates and lawyers, municipal officials, 
military officials, and members of tho 
police force, besides some reporters, wore 
athorod, ‘Tho prisoner, conducted by | 


three wardens, walked with a firm step to 
the foot of the scaffold and stared im- 
pudently around at the assemblage. Coun- 
cillor Hollmann, who was charged with 
superintending the execution, took his 
place at a table and read loudly the sen- 
torce of death and doath-warrant, At the 
conclusion Hoedel spat upon the ground 
and cried ‘Bravo!’ Tho magistrate now 
turned toa tall, strongly built man of 
about 30 or 35 years of age, handsome, 
with a sinall moustache, and neatly, indeed 
elegantly, attired in a fine linen shirt, with 
waistooat and trousers of black broadcloth. 
This was Herr Krantz, the executioner, 


The old headsman, W. Reindel,who had 
grown rich through theexercise of his minor 
function of dog-catcher to the city, was no 
longer equal to the serious labor of striking 
off a man’s hoad at a blow, and so passed 
over his axe, or rather a duplicate of his 
axe, to the younger man. No such instru- 
ment having been needed for more than a 
decade, the department of Justice found 
itsolf compelled to resort to the market 
Museum. An axe had been ordered a year 
ago by the director of the museum, an ex-

act duplicate of that Riedel had employed 
and which the museum was unable to get 
ono ready in time, It is a large ono, a 
good deal like a butcher's cleaver in appear- 
ance, with avery keen straight edge. It 
was ground to the sharpnoss of a razor the 
afternoon before the execution, 

Holding up the warraut that the heads- 
man might seo the Urown Prince’ssignature, 
Councillor Hollman said to him ; 

*'Note this document, and now receive 
from me the tinsmith, Emil Heinrich Max 
Hoedel delivered to you to be beheaded,” 

“ Come this way,” said the headsman to 
Hoedel, who ran lightly up the three steps 
leading to the platform, and threw off his 
coat and waistcoat. At thia moment tho 
chapel bell began tolling ; he gazed in its 
direction, thon looked around upon those 
present with an ironical sneer, Throwing 
down his braces, Hoedel began to unbutton 
his shirt, but could not unfasten ono of the 
buttons, One of the wardens went to his 
assistance and turned it down beneath his 
shoulders, leaving the neck andthe upper 
part of the breast bare. Meanwhile two 
other keepers had tied the condemned 
man’s arms and ankles, They then carried, 
him, pinioned and helpless to the block, 
which was of stout, hard wood, with a hol- 
low to receive the neck, and painted blood 
red. Laying him on it downward, a strong 
loathorn band was fastened over the back 
of the head, so that it could not be moved, 
and a clearly defined mark was offered for 
the headsman’s blow. 


Oponing a leathern case, on which were |* 


in gold figures ‘* 1878,” Krantz took out 
the glittering new axe, and taking his aim 
with an almost imperceptible glance, swung 
the weapon aloft and brought it hissing 
down on the band of flesh between the 
leathern fastening and turned back cont. 
Only one blow was needed. The blood 
spring out of the immense wound, the neck 
vanished (as it seemed), and there was left 
the trunk, which twitched spasmodically a 
fow times, and the head, which looked as if 
ithad been shorn off just at the chin. A 
very slight ccntraction or movement of the 
skin on the forehead was perceptible. Tho 
whole operation lasted about two minutes 
anda half, A coflin was brought out into 
which the still bleeding remains were 
pitched. Jt was placed ina hole already 
dug in a corner of the prison-yard. The 
earth was filled in, and all was over. 

Tho axe with which Hoedel was beheaded 
has been replaced in the museum in its old 
place, above the block on which the head 
of the burgomaster Tschech(oxecuted about 
30 years ago for an attempt upon the life 
of Frederick Willian 1V.) was struck off, 
and beneath the thong with which his head 
was fastened to the block, 


Ono of the most persistent and dangerous 
incentives to evil-doing is a proverb which 
tells an untruth, or but half the trath, A 
prominent Massachusetts clergyman has 
reconized this fact in preachipg a recent 
series of sermons on ‘Devil's Saws,” under 
which head he includes such sayings as 
‘Business is business,” and the like. One 
of the most dangerous of proverbs of this 
class is the old Latin saw, In vino veritas, 
—‘In wine is truth.’ The fallacy of this 
“devil's saw” has never beon more neatly 
shown than in a remark of Dr. Johnson's 
quoted once more in Mr, Leslie Stephen's 
biography of the groat lexicographer, 
“Wine,” remarked one of Mr, Johnson's 
friends, ‘‘isa key which opons the box, 
whether full or empty.” ‘Nay, sir,” said 
Johnson ; “conversation is the key, but 
wine is the picklock, which forces open the 
box, and injures it,” disturbing its contents 
at the wrong time and in the wrong way.” 
So thonght tho ablest talker of his time, 
who had abandoned the use of wine, as a 


mattor of expediency rather than of morals. 
—S. 8. Times.

THE PROVINCIAL EXHIBITION, 


THE OPENING CEREMONIES, 


Great Speech by Lord Duf- 
ferin. 


(From the Mail, Sept. 26. 

Tho weather was most fayorable for the 
Opening ceremonics of the Exhibition yea- 
terday, notwithstanding that the morning 
was rather cloudy and that tno slight rain 
which fell before the pleasure seckors began 
to movo, indicated, if anything, that tho 
day would bo wot. It cleared off about 10 
o'clock, however, and as a consequence, 
from that time to the closing hour, the at- 
tendance on the grounds was very large, 
In fact, the Exhibition was crowded, which 
might well have been expected, for all day 
Monday, the arrivals in tho city were 
very bumerous, and in the evening hotel 
accommodation had become exceedingly 
scarce. 

According to the programme agreed to 
by Lord Dufferin and the citizens’ com- 
mitteo, his Excellency was to leave the 
Queen’s Hotel early in the afternoon and 
arrive onthe grounds about three o'clock. 
At the bour agreed upon, his Excellency, 
accompanied by the Lieutenant-Goyernor, 
the Mayor, Capt. Ward, A. D. 0. ; Capt. 
Hamilton, A. D. O. ; Lieut. Col. Cum- 
berland, A. D. O. ; Capt. Grant, A. D. O. 
and others took carriages, and accompanied 
by the offivers of the 10th Royals and the 
escort of the Governor General's Body 
Guard, proceeded along York and King 
streets and Dufferin avenue to the grounds 
where, surrounded bya distinguished com- 
pany, he was presented withan addruss 
from the Agricultural and Arts Association. 

His Excerzency replied as follows :— 

Mr. Prestoent, Laptes anp GeEntLE- 
MeN,— In endeavoring to return you my 
best thanks for the noble reception you are 
giving me, for the series of Arabian Night’s 
Entertainments through which from hour 
to hour and day today I have been hurried 
by your hospitable citizens, I can truly say 
T have never felt less equal to such a task. 
During the past six years anda half, in- 
deed, I have been often required at various 
times and places to say what are called 
“afew words” to different classes of my 
fellow countrymen in the Dominion. But 
on these occasions there waa always some 
current topic to engage our attention, and 
to which it was desirableI should address 
myself. Now, however, tho case is very 
different, It is true we bave a special 
business before us. I am nominally here 
to open this Exhibition, and, perhaps, un- 
der ordinary circumstances it would bo suf- 
ficient for mo to dilate upon tho splendour 
of this building, the variety, the richness 
of its contents, the proofs it displays, not 
merely of the material wealth of Canada, 
but of the energy, ingenuity, and industry 
of our mechanics, artizana, and agricultur- 
ists; but my imagination refuses to be 
confined within even these spacious halls, 
(Applause.) No! the contributions they 
enclose only serve to Ron jure up before me 
in all their beauty the radiant expanse of 
those seven fair Provinces I have traversed 
from end to end—(hear,hear and applause) 
—and it is not the departments of a mere 
Provincial show which lie mapped out be- 
neath my feet, but the territories of our 
great Dominion, whose wealth and capa- 
bilities these courts exhibit. Nor ia it in 
the presence of a detached crowd of casual 
sight seers that I seem to stand, but face 
to face with that entire population, with 
whose destinies [ have been so long as- 
sociated, to whom I owe so much, and who 
are building up a British policy upon this 
side of the Atlantic which is destined, I 
trust, to exemplify more successfully 
than any other what happiness, what 
freedom, what strength, what peace can 
be secured to man by patiently, wisely, 
soberly expanding and developing 
those great principles of constitution- 
aland Parliamentary Government which 
centuries ago were born in England— 
(applause)— which our ancestors shed their 
blood to defend, which our forefathers 
transplanted to this country, und which 
our fathers have left us as the most pre- 
cious inheritance they could bestow.

(Hear, hear.) Happily both the great 
political parties in tls country have given 
in their adherence to this principle, th 
aro convinced of the wholocomonoss of the 
doctrine to which I have referred, and I 
have no doubt that tho anxiety manifested 
by our friends across the line to purge their 
own Civil Service of its political complexion 
will confirm every thinking Canadian in 
the conviction I have sought to impress 
upon you. (Applauec,) Again, therefore, 
Ley to you, guard this and every other 
characteristic of your Constitution with an 
unfailing vigilance, for though you searoh 
all the world over it is not likely you will 
over get a better one, (Cheers, it is true 
no one can live in the proximity 
of our great neighbors without conceiy- 
ing tho greatest admiration for the wisdom 
which framed the political institutions 


dence has spread out for you the fertile 
| Prairies of tho North-West, and your 
daughters must do the rest, (Loud laugh- 
ter and applause.) But if these admissions 
may be made on the one sido, what counter- 
vailing superiority may not be quoted on 
the other. In the first place you possess 
the best form ef Govornment with which 
any historical nation has ever been blessed. 
| (Cheers,) Tie excellency of the British 
Constitution, with the  self-expanding 
energies it embodies is an aucient story 
which I need not insist upon, but as there 
are always external forces which disturb 
the working of the most perfect mechan- 
ism, so inan old country like England 
many influences exist to trouble the har- 
monious operations of the political machine; 
but here our constiution has been set 
agoing almost in vacuo—entirely disen- 
cumbered of those entanglements which 
traditional prejudices aud social com- 
plications have given birth to at home. My 
next ailvice to you, then, would be to guard 
and cherish the characteristics of your con- 
stitution with a sleopless vigilance. And 
do not consider that thie is a superfluous 
warning. I do not of course refer to any of 
those principales which either reg- 
vlite the relation of the Mother 
Country to the Colony, or of the 
Crown to the Parliament. All questions 
which were at one time in controversy in 
either of these respects have been long 
since happily settled to the satisfaction of 
everybody concerned, (Applause.) During 
the whole time that I have been Governor- 
General of Canada not a single difficulty 
has ever arisen between the Colonial Office 
and this Government. (Hear, hear.) IJn- 
deed it would be impossible to overstate 
the extraordinary smoothness and harmony 
with which this portion of the machinery 
has worked so far as my experience has 
gone. (Applause.) The independence of 
the Canadian Parliament and the indepen- 
dence of the Canadian Administration in 
all matters affecting their domestio juris- 
diction haye not only received a generous 
recognition, but have been stimulated and 
expanded to the fullest possible extent by 
the authorities at home, as the recent es- 
tablishment of a Supreme Court of Justice 
on Canadian soil impressively testifies, 
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representing the regal power and his Par- 
liament. The respective limits of privilege 
and of perogative have been finally deter- 
mined, and there is no temptation, either 
upon the one side or the other to overstep 
them—(cheers) ; byt there are one or two 
other principles incident to the British 
Constitution, which, though fully recog- 
nized and established. might, perhaps be 
overridden in times of political excitement, 
unless public opinion exerted itself to 
maintain them absolutely intact. I allude 
to the independence of the judges and the 
non-political and permanent character of 
the Civil Service. With regard to the in- 
dependence of the judges I will say no- 
thing. Notwithstanding what has been 
done elsewhere, I do not think that the 
Canadian people will aver be tempted to 
allow the judges of the land to be 
constituted by popular election, (Hear, 
and applause.) till, on this continent 
there will always be present in the 
air, as it were, a certain tendency in that 
direction, and it is against this I would 
warn you, And now that lam upon this 
topic, there is one furthor observation I 
am tempted to make in regard to the posi- 
tion of the judges. Ishould hopo that as 
tinie goes on, as the importance and ex- 
tent of their work increases, and as the 
wealth of the country expands, it may be 
found expedient to attach somewhat higher 
salaries to those who administer the laws. 
Pore and righteous justice is the very 
foundation of human happiness, but re- 
member it is as true of justice as of any- 
thing else—you cannot have a first-rate 
article without Paying for it. (Cheers and 
laughter.) In order to secure an able bar 
you must provide adequate prizes for those 
that are called to it, If this is done the 
intellectual energy of the country will be 
attracted to the legal profession, and you 
will have what is the greatest ornament 
any country can possesa—an officient and 
learned judiciary. (Cheers.) But after 
all,the chief danger against which you will 
lave to guard is that which concerns the 
Civil Sorvico of the country, Now, the 
Civil Service of the country, though not tho 
animating spirit, is the living mechanism 
through which the body politic moves and 
breathes, and has its being. Upon it de- 
pends the rapid and economical conduct of 
every branch of your affairs ; and thero is 
nothing a nation shovld be so particular 
about as to secure in such a servico indo- 
endence, zeal, patriotism and intogrity. 
But in order that this should be the case, 
it is noceasary that the civil sorvants should 
be given a status regulated by thoir ac- 
uirements, their porsonal qualitications, 
their capacity for rendering the country 
efficient service,and that neither thoir orig+ 
inul appointment nor their subsequent ad- 
vancement should in any way havo to de- 
pond upon their political connection or 
opinion. (Applause.) If you tako my ad- 
tico you will nover allow the civil service 
to be degraded into an instrument to mub- 
sorve tho ends and interests of any politi- 
cal party. (Cheors.) The success of a 
political party ought to depend upon its 
publio policy, and the ability of its chiefs, 
and not upon tho advantage likely to ac- 
cruo to its individual adherents, Tn fact, 
the moro the area of porsonal profit con- 
sequent upon & charge of Government is 
limited the botter for the country at largo, 
(Hear, hear.) On the othor hand, tho inde: 
pendence thus conceded to the members of 
tho civil service imposes upon thom aspeoial 
obligation, namely, that thoy should 
serve their successive chiefs--no matter 
to which side thoy may belong—with 9 
scrupulously impartial goal and loyaldy. 
(Hoar, hear.) There in no offence. which 
should be visited with swifter or moro oon: 
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nnder which they havo so wonderfully 
prosperod, but [Tam not atall sure that 
tho success of the original experiment is 
net as much duo to the fortitude, 
the good sense, and the moderation of the 
subsequent geiierations that have carried it 
into effect, as to the foresight and wisdom 
of its authors, and certain am I that there 
isnot athinking American who, however 
proud he may be of his country, docs not 
occasionally cast an envious shvep's eyous 
(loud Jaughter)—across the border at our 
moro fortunate condition. (Applause.) The 
truth is that almost every modern consti. 
tution has been a child of yi lence, and 
remains indelibly impressed with the scars 
of the struggle which ushered in ita birth, 
(Applause.) A written constitution is of 
necessity an artificial inyentions-a contri. 
vances formula as inelastic asthe parche 
ment on which it is writtun—instead of be« 
ing a living, primeval, heavon-engendered 
growth, whereas the foundations of tho 
polity under which you live are of 
antiquity, (Loud applause.) No revolution- 
ary convulsion has severed the continuity 
of your history,or disinherited you of your 
past--your annals are not comprized within 
the lifetime of a centenarian,but reach back 
through a thougund years of matchless 
achievement in every field of exertion open 
to mankind. (Loud heerina ibe do even 
the confines of two oceans suffice to hedge 
you in; but you share an Ewpire whose 
flag floats, whose jurisdiction asserts itself 
in every quarter of the globe—(applause)— 
whoseshipssails whiten every seaewhoselan+ 
guage is destined to spread further thanuny 
European tongue—(tremendous cheering)}+ 
whose institutions every nution aspiring to 
freedom is endeavoring to imitate, and 
whose vast and widespread colonies are- 
vieing with each other in their affectionate 
love for the Mother Country —{choers)—in 
their efforts to udd lustre to the English 
name, in their longing to see cemented 
still more closely the bonds of that sacred 
and majestic union within which they have 
been born. (Applause.) Gentlemen, be- 
lieve me, one is nov an Englishman for 
nothing ; and although, perhaps, I should 
be prepared to go beyond many of my 
hearers, not merely in justifying, but in 
extolling the conduct of those men of the 
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from their Mother's side rather than sub- 
mit to her tyranny, I confess I should have 
difficuly in finding words to express my 
want of sympathy for those, should any 
such ever come into existence, who—unless 
under the stress of equal provocation— 
should be tempted to abjure 80 glorious a 
birthright in pee of any Utopian 
chimera. (Appluuse.) None such, how- 
ever, are here. (Cheers.) Of course I am 
wel aware that many of the most earnest- 
minded men amongst us have insisied of 
Jate years with laudable enthusiasm—and 
in doing 80, though perhaps unconsciously 
to themselves, they have only given utter- 
ances to the feelings of every man and 
woman in the nation—upon the duty of a 
supreme devotion to the interests of their 
own Canada. (Cheers.) But you are well 
aware that as an Imperial officer I have 
never shown the slightest jealousy or 
breathed a word in discouragement of such 
honorable sentiments ; for ] am convinced 
that, so far from being antagonistic to Im- 
perial interests, it is amongst those whoare 
prepared to make the greatest sacrifices for 
their native land that we shall always find 
the most loyal Laat) of the Queen.

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THE COLLIERY DISASTER. 


Wales in Mourning over her Dead

SOENES ar THE MOUTH OF THE PIT. 


[From the Dublin Freeman's Journal.) 
Newront, Wales, Sept. 12—Midnight. 


Wednesday morning was ushered in with 
ht and there no atmos- 
ric depression such as generally accom- 

panics serious explosions, when the men, 
| to the number of 376, about 6 o'clock, had 
their lamps handed to them, locked, before 
getting ato the cage, Be fore proceeding 
to the workings the lamps, as usual at this 
pit, Were again examined to seu that they 
were locked, ond thus tho officials try to 
avoid having a naked light exposed to the 
undoubtedly fiery black vein seam, Noth- 
ing occurred out of the neual routine ex 
cept that half an hour before the fatal ex- 
| plosion ¢ ighteen men signalled to the bank-

that they had refused to fill up some tubs 
with rubbish, work which they considered 
was not according to contract. To this 
| slight occurrence these men owe their lives, 
for before they had left the pit-heap a rom- 
| bling sound was heard, black smoke issued 
from the shaft which they hal just left, 
and with such force too that the purping 
engine room floor upheaved, and the 
gine man was knocked down, and 
maensible. The report was vot loud en- 
ough, however, to be heard in the houses 
of the poor miners whose fat sealed. 
The men who bad so fortunately escaped, 
however, carried the dread tidings to the 
whole neighborhood, and soon a terrible 
scene was enacted. It was noonday, but 
the black smoke issving: from the first shaft 
threw ever th ceful valley the shadow 
of death, Every inhabitant ina mining 
vills even the boy not out of his teens, 
kuows that the black smoke may be the 
death warrant of some ones who are near 
and dear to him,

) there were groups of anxious wives 
looking for husbands, and weeping children. 
fearful lest a father or a brother should be 
doomed in the pit below. | The force of the 
explosion had been terrible, and every one 
in direct communication with the working 
(one mile from the shaft) was killed in an 
instant,and some of those around the Aber- 
corn shaft were mutilated, About forty 
yards from the bottom sixty horses were 
stubled, andthey succumbed. Happily for 
about a hondred men who were working in 
some heading at right angles with the ven 
of the seam and 500 yards from the shaft, 
they only heard the explosion, and they 
monaged to reach the bottom of the shaft 
where the gear had not been sufficiently 
damaged to prevent the car being used for 
their exit, and they reached the top in 
safety. Wild confusion prevailed on the 
pit head, where hope und despair were 
alternately agitating those who had come 
with fear and trembling to know what fate 
had in store for them. In vain did would- 
| be comforters hold out hope or try to ad- 
| minister consolation to the women and 
children who had come to seek those who 
came hot frora the dark and dismal recesses 
of the pit. The cries of anguish and the 
despair were heartrending, and muny poor 
women had to be gently dragged and others 
carried away from the) scene. Meanwhile 
Mr. Pond, the resdent manager; Mr. 
Grevor, Abercorn: Mr. Rowbotham, 
general manager ot Ebbw Vale; Mr, Powell, 
Mr. Streelly, Mr. James Abersychan, Mr. 

Rerrell, Pontypridd ; Mr. Jones, South 
Wales Colliery nianager, and Mr. Cadman, 
chief inspector of the Southwestern of Eng- 

land district ; and Mr. Rain, his deputy, 
and Mr. Patrick, took the management of 
exploring ties. They found tbat the 
force of the explosion had knocked dawn 
all the air-ways, and they never succeeded 
in getting further than 400 yards froin the 
mouth of the pit shaft, 


At six o'vlock they found that the pit 
wns on firo and they ceased exploring. 
Shortly afterward the flames came belehing 
up the upcast shaft, and thpn it wa» known 
that the fate of all ‘within the pit was seal- 
ed. Measures were then avon! for flooding 
the mine with the view of extinguishing 
the fire. Various sugyestions were made, 
and at last, on the proposal of Mr. Patrick 
O. Llowellyn,- Aberdare, the embankment 
was cut away, and the canal water was let 
down into the downcast shaft, through two 
fifteen-inch pipes, throwing a volume of 
water down equal to about twelve tons per 
minute, This wasat one o'clock in the 
morning, and the result was made mani- 
fest by the dense vclumes of black smoke 
covering the whole of the valley. 1t was 
not until midday that the water reach- 
ed the arch of the upcast shaft, and, of 
course, stopped the farther ogress of tho 
smoke. When the flames were seen issu- 
ing from the Abercorn shaft fears were on- 
tertained Jor the sixteen explorers who had 
entered the Ow Cain,ond a messenger was 
sont off in hot haste to apprise them of the 
danger of a second explosion, They suc- 
ceeded in bringing eleven near to the Cwm | 
Cam shaft, and the y gotoutof the pitin| 
safoty. ‘The after damp ¢ quot very bade and 
consequently no more attempts were made | 
to go down the shaft. Tho colliory is now | 
being flooded to put out the fire, and this 
may oceupy two or threo wooks, Mr. 
Wales, Government Inspector for South 
Wales, cane about midday, and approved | 
of the measures which had been ‘adopted | 
for oxtinguishing the fire. Of course tho 
sad fact comes directly home to the 
lutives of the sufferers, aa thoy may never 
recognizing 
the features of thoso who havo fallen vic- 
tims of this disaster, A consvltation will

the passengers coming from Edinburgh 
meet those coming around from Glasyow ;

The Change of Tanff Policy. 


(From the Monetary Times.) 


Tho announcement that Ganada had con- 
cluded to make a change in its tariff policy 
in the direction of moderate protection, was 
not likely to prove satisfactory to the count 
ries from which she derives her chief sup- 
plies of manufactured goods ; for in propor- 
tion as we manufacture at home we dimin 
ish tho volume of our imports. But whilo 
English freo traders lamont the uprise of 
& protectionist policy in any of the outlying 
sections of the empire, they do not chailen- 
ge our right to adopt a policy which, rightly 
or wrongly,the great majority of Canadians 
believe to be in the interest of the country. 
Assueedly the Americans have no right to 
complain of the decision which the Canadian 
electorate have arrived at. Canada will at 
worst but follow, at a respectable distance, 
we trust, tho example set by the United 
States in their tariff legislation. 
Parliament is not likely to pass a tariff 
nearly so high as that of the United States 
and while their tariff remains much more 
restrictive than ours, they can have no 
possible ground of complaint or remon- 
strance against us.

been gaining on Great Britain as cowpeti- 
tors for the supply of the Canadian market 
This is owing to two causes. First, as the 
New York Post admits, American manufac- 
tnrers have not unfreqnently sold goods in 
Cunada at less than cost; and, secondly, 
some of them have passed that stage wien 
they were onable to meet foreign competi- 
Hen in foreign markets, Tt isa free trade 
axiom that manufactures which can com- 
macd the home market only by the shield 
of a protective duty cannet successfully 
compete in foreign markets. And though 
this is true of new and struggling manvfac- 
tures, it ceases to be true when they have 
grown vigorous aud taken deep root. 
Taken as a whole, American manufactures 
can scarcely bo said to have become formid- 
able competitors against English ; but they 
are rapidly displacing many kinds of Eng- 
lish goods in the Canadian market. Prox- 
imity to this market, by reducing the cost 
of carriage on American goods, gives the 
American manufacturer anataral adyant- 
age, and one which he will continue to have 
whether our general tariff be 174 or 20 per 
cent., or indeed any other figure. 


In spite of the great difference between 
them, both the English and the American 
tariffs are frawed with special references to 
the condition of the countries to which they 
are respectively applied. Neither of them 
is suitable to Canada. The American tariff 
may not be the best thatcould be framed 
for that country ; but it is so in the opinion 
Danse He Sr BRS EN eet tal 
tariff for itaseif, according to the best lights 
it possesses. Canada has asserted herright 
to do the same thing ; and in doing’so ashe, 
a self-governed country, has not infringed 
any right of theirs. Of course English and 
American writers are quite at liberty to 
remonstrate, and point out how, in their 
opinion, we have missed the path of true 
prosperity. They are entitled to their opin- 
ions as Canadians are to theirs. 


Protection will certainly now get a trial. 
We only hope it will not be carried to an 
unreasonable extreme; but that it will 
chiefly be applied, under the condition and 
in the manner which so eminent a free 
trader as John Stuart Mill was able to 
justify. Some vagueness neceasarily at- 
taches to the assertion of the general prin- 
ciple; but taking the declarations of the 
responsible adyovates of protection to Oan- 
adian industry in the bulk, we see no jus- 
tification for concluding that extravagant- 
ly high tariff willbe enacted. Legislative 
reciprocity ita term that has sometimes 
been used as indicative of what should be 
aimed at, so far as regards tho United 
States. The term is capable of moro than 
one meaning. Hitherto it has generally 
implied an agreement between two nations 
to assimilate their tariffs, It is now com- 
ing more frequently to mean the levelling 
up of the tariff of one nation to the height 
BP atioehee: The first of these forms of 
legislative reciprocity requires all the 
negotiations and agreements which precede 
the formation of a treaty, some of the 
binding obligations of which it still wants. 
It has sometimes been,and may again some- 
times be, possible to get this form of legiay 
lative reciprocity, when it is pot possible 
to agree upon a treaty. But the chances 
of such an agreement with the States are 
apparently remote, Tho other form of re- 
ciprocity 18 not distinguishable from re- 
taliation ; only it need not be vindictive 
but merely defensive. Canada js yot hke- 
ly to reciprocate the foll measure of the 
Amerigan tariif; and whatevér she docs 
will be purely in the spirit of self-defence. 

It is no doubt felt by the advocates of 
protection, who have won so signal a vic- 
tory, that this shield noeds most to be om- 
ployed against the industria} war made up- 
on our infant manufactures by the U nited 
States. The goods sold below cost in this 
market chiefly come thence. ‘This sacrifice 
is too often the price paid by the holders of 
Amorican stock’to realize cash but what- 
over the cause, tho offect on our manufac- 
tures of an abnormal competition, and one 
which we could not count on continuing, is 
not tho leas destructive. Wo phould des 
coive ourselves if wo fapgied that the same 
gacrifipos would continue to be mado after 
the dostruction of the homo competition. 
It is poanible, if more failures in the cotton 
districts of Lancashire aro to take place, 
that England will, for a while, also sook in 
Canada a sacrifice market. We should 
make a great ynistake if wo supposed that a 
temporary supply of cheap goods, poured 
into the country to the detriment of onroten 
manufuctures, could be a permanent ad- 
vantage, that the boon conferred could 
overbalance the evil inflicted. 

So far tho way in clear. Beyond this, 
wo travorse # region of darkness, The 
protectipnists, if wivo, will listen to modor- 
ate and reasonable counsels, and not make 
domands which the country is not prepared 
to yield, or which, if granted, would in the 
effect bo the reverse of ~ public honollt.

Another American View. 

The Reform orgins aro very fond, of 
quoting the utterances of the London 
Times (a journal nover fair towards Can- 
ada), tho New York Herald, World, Even- 
ing Post, Chicago Times, and other organs 
of the free trade party, all of which concur 
in saying that the Canadian people have 
done a yery bad thing in turning out a free 
trade Government.

Presoryation is the 
firat law of nature, and as the people of 
thia country saw that their manufacturing, 
agricultural and mining industries were be- 
ing ruined and our country depopulated by 
unjust discrimination on the part of the 
United States against them, and as it had 
been proved by bitter experience that our 
neighbors were resolved not to trade with 
ua on fair terms, nothing remained 
for a self-respecting, patriotic, people 
but to assert themselves and proclaim to 
the world that fair play thoy were detor- 
mined to havo, and not to become commer- 
cially dependent upon any foreign state- 
As regards the mother country, our inter- 
ests are distinct from hers in trade matters, 
owing to the difference in circumstances 
between the colony and the parent state.

Autumn Care of Stock. 

Tho Critical seasons of thrift of our cattle 
andfarm stock aro the times of change 
from grass to hay, and from hay to grass— 
fallor.spring. It becomes, all thrifty far- 
mers thereforo to bridgo over these seasons 
to the best possible advantage ; and in no 
way can it be better done then by good 
fogding just previous to and during the 
transitiomstages. Many farmers who prac- 
tice on this principle make as great profit 
from their cows in tho fall as at any other 
season, and get, if we excopt the first groat- 
est rush and flow, a full average quantit 
andeebetter quality of milk, In the fall 
therears pumpkins, which aro one of the 
béutamilk and flesh producers and sustain- 
ersewhen judiciously fed in conjunction 
withwother food, as corn atover and other 
matter abundant at this season, which it is 
impriictiablo to keep into winter. Much 
of this costs very much less to produce than 
the hay, grain, or othor feed stored away 
for winter food, and is better for present 
feeding than these, and will produce more 
and better milk, while the condition of the 
took is improved and the system bettor 
‘austainedy if full fod. 

Extra fall feeding shouldsbo begun when 
frass)begins to grow short, to be increased 
asthe grass diminishes in quantity and 
quality, Where this system of feeding 
practiced, cows will keep up for several 
wweks their flow of milk (till January or 
later), giving a handsome profit in milk and 
butter, The farmer who dogs not avail 
himsolf of tho advantage of extra fall feed: 
ing; fds) his cows begin to diminish with 
the decrease of pasture, and shrink-Jargely 
with theiirst cutting frost, gradually shrink- 
ing tillthoy dry off in December, or earlier. 
A good hard frost generally uses‘up grass 
er forage, so that -thero is very little nu- 
triment left in it ; and although cattle may 
apparently Bll themselves (look plump and 
fuil)ymevertheless they actually slirink in 
flesh, for enough nutriment to sudtain the 
systemecannot be consumed, It istanwise 
for any farmer to cause his stock to depend 
almosteentirely upon such grazing, giving 
them perhaps an occasional feed of some 

quality of roots, Regularityin extra 
feodinyyshould bo the rule. 

Many-farmors have large quantities of 
applés, which they are at a Joss what to do 
withy "or perhaps they have roots, cabbages, 
Sexyallwhich cau be safely fed to milch 


othor two meals corn or some kind is decid 
edly proforablé. Thdsoft food will by all 
the bottor if it is mixed over night and 
placed in an ovon, ao that it may bo warm 
in the morning. Tho preparation of soft 
food is undoubtedly troublesome, and those 
who have but little time should feed ontire- 
ly with Indian c A conatant supply of 
fresh, cloan wator is ossontial ; and a modor- 
ato quantity of green food—such as cauli- 
flower, cabbago, lettuce, broccoli leaves, and 
turnip-tops should be thrown into the 
yard daily, othorwise it would be difficult 
to keop the occupants in a th roughly 
hoalthy condition.

orchard and ate all the apples they chose. 
They shrank-and failed in their milk. Lit 
child cat ay many apples as it can force 
down, not being accustomed to them, and 
see what would be tho result. Had these 
same cows been fed apples, and gradually 
acoustomed to them, such result would not 
have occurred even had they eaten all they 
would, -Of course, excesses aro to be avoid- 
ed'when possible, but what is here meant 
is-that. comparative results are yety differ- 


ont. 

In the fall, then, the prudent farmer will 
improve his time and all his advantages ; 
but he should not wait, but begin with 
springand summer. He should plan his 
work beforehand; pumpkins and roote 
must bo started in spring, or at their appro- 
priate season. The man witha singlé cow 
often understands and practises something 
of-this, and thereby obtaitis corresponding- 
ly profitable returns. What this man does 
with his.ono cow, the othor man “with his 
herd may do proportionally in a similar 
mityner. Not only is there profitin thus 
feeding cows, but a similar profit is gained 
by. feeding all othor farm stock cortespond- 
ingly well. Govod'stock in the fall is a first 
requisite; the keeping it good is the second; 
the regular attehdance is the main thing. 
Any. irrogularity..in.attondance-is-eure to 
crop out and tell the-tale.  If-our~stock

How to b’eed Poultry. 


{In an article on this subject the Gardner's 
Magazine says: ‘‘It isa very oasy mattor 
to incur a serious loss annually, where a 
good number of fowls are kept, by injudi- 
cious feeding. All kinds should have a 
sufficiency of food without being overfed. 
If the birds are kept ina stato of semi- 
starvation, the hons lay but fow eggs, and 
those intended for killing become #o_ atton- 
uated that a very considerable ontlay is 
nocesnary before thoy can bo brought into 
proper condition for the table, and when 
there they lack tenderness and dolicacy. To 
foed too liberally is wasteful,and in the caso 
of laying hons docidedly objectionable ; for 
a hon when it becomes very fat conscs to 
lay frooly and is subject to various ailments 
and an over fed cock becomes lazy and sub- 
ject to death from apoploxy. Fall-grown 
fowls should have just as much as they will 
readily eat, andno more. Barloy, oither 
| whole or in the ground state, is fairly oco- 

nomical, used oither alone or in combina 
tion with other food. Oats and oatmeal aro 
of ospecial value for fattening for the tablo. 
Indian corn,or maize, is,perhaps,ono of the 
most economical foods for poultry, and has 
the advantage that, owing to tho pizo 
of the corn, spartows sro unable to rob 
the fowls. Pioces road and vegetablos 
of all kinds may bo utilized, and scraps of 
meat, chopped up rathor small, aro of great 
value in feeding fowls shut up in the small 
yarda, when they aro unablo to obtain worma 
and insects, Potatoes, well boiled and mixed 
with sufficient coarse pollard or bran, when 
scalded to form a rathor stiff paste, are use~ 
ful for helping out the corn. Aw a rulo,
